GREAT GROWTH OF THE PAINT 
AND VARNISH INDUSTRY. 


The enormous growth and develop- 
ment in the manufacture of paints and 
varnishes in the United States within 
recent years is shown with striking 
a preliminary bulletin of the 
census of 1909, covering comparisons 
with 1904, which has just been made 
public. It shows that few lines of in- 
dustry, which are not devoted to some 
recently devéloped product, have been 
more enterprising or aggressive. The 


force in 


paint and varnish makers have kept 
step with the progress of the times, 
Ihere has been no lagging, no daw- 


dling. Not a sinble item connected with 
the industry shows a retrograde. It is 
a record of which the trade may well 
feel proud. 

During the five-year period the num- 
ber of establishments has increased to 
791, a growth of 24 per cent.; the 
umount of capital has increased 38 per 
cent. and at the time the census was 
taken amounted to $103,995,000; the sal- 
aries and wages paid have increased 56 
per cent, and the added value by the 
process of manufacture has increased 
48 per cent. The total value of the out- 
put in 1909 was $124,889,000, which was 
an increase from 1904 of 37 per cent. 

The growth of the industry is, how- 
ever, even more pertinently shown in 
the increase in volume of the products 
the return. During the 


than in money 


period the amount of pigments pro- 
duced increased 64 per cent., the 
amount of paints mixed for use 49 per 
cent. and the amount of dry fillers, 
paste and putty 248 per cent. During 
the last year reviewed the average 


number, of persons employed was 21,440 
and the wages paid them were $18,649,- 
000. 

Although there has been no distinct- 
ive boom in business since the figures 
for this report were gathered eighteen 
months every one familiar with 
the trade knows that the upward 
march has not paused. The paint and 
varnish industry has continued to grow 
and will continue to grow because it is 
backed by capable and conservative 
energy, and while the profits during 
the past two years have decreased con- 
siderably, owing to the abnormally high 
prices of raw materials, it must be said 
with credit and justice that manufac- 
turers generally have kept up the high 
standard of their goods. The business 
is intelligently handled and is progres- 
sive because every improvement de- 
vised by modern science is availed with 
eagerness. The full figures of the cen- 
sus report will be found in another col- 
of this issue.

DAY DAWNS FOR FLAXSEED 
DREAMERS. 


The final estimate of the acreage and 
production of crops of 1911 was issued 
py the Department of Agriculture last 
Monday. In regard to the official figures 
of crops of flaxseed, both before and 
after maturity, the Oil Paint and Drug 
Reporter has repeatedly commented, 
and has pointed out that for many 
years these estimates have been great- 


ago,

ly expanded, and that they have for 
a long time been based upon an er- 
roneous estimate of acreage. This 


error has been persisted in and carried 
along from year to year without any 
effort being made to obtain concrete 
and definite information, with the re- 
sult that every year the estimate of the 
government has been widely at vari- 
ance with the actual crop which came 
to market. Only a fortnight ago the 
Secretary of Agriculture, in his annual 
report to Congress, stated that the flax-

tarmer has Leen reduced from $47,(0u,- 
UUU0 to $35,272,000, and the price per 
bushel, which the farmer will receive, 
nas been dropped from $2.13, whicn tne 


secretary's annual report assumed, to 
$1.82. 

Quite a generous trimming {or two 
weeks’ time! What? 


The truth of the matter is that the 
Department of Agriculture has revised 
its acreage figures and has taken as ils 
basis of calculation the acreage :epori- 
ed in the census of 1909—Whicn 
sumably were as nearly accurate us it 
to obtain—and has re- 
modeled its estimates for both 1910 and 
ivll thees returns. But the world 
“do and the leayen of unpre- 
judiced criticism is beginning to work 
toward better things. 

This does not mean that it should be 
considered that the present figures are 
accurate, or are to be accepted as a 
of transacting business. They 
are still too high, far too high, but the 
face of the statistician is turned in the 
right direction. No one knows, as yet, 
What the 1911 yieid will amount to, 
but the highest guessers do not pre- 
dict more than 16,000,000 bushels, from 
Which figure the estimates go 
12,000,000 bushels. The final 
given out by the department, 19,370,000 
bushels, is surely tar astray. We may 
speculate as to how much astray it is 
by comparing the figures of the esti- 
mate for 1910, as revised, with the ac- 
tual crop it came to market. The 
government up to the present revision 
maintained that the crop of 1910 was 
14,116,000 bushels; it is now willing to 
reduce the figures to 12,718,000, and well 
posted men know that not more than 
9,000,000 bushels came to market. Add 
to the marketed crop the 1,500,000 
bushels which was retained for plant- 
ing, and the actual crop raised last 
year would still be 2,218,000 bushels, or 
about 18 per cent., under the reduced 
official estimate. Applying the same 
percentage of error to the modified esti- 
mate for 1911, and the actual crop 
would be less than 18,000,000 bushels, 
and the marketed crop, after the seed 
had been retained, but little more than 
16,000,000 bushels. 

Such calculations are but straws by 
which we may note the direction of the 
wind, but they are more profitable than 
relying upon “official’’ estimates, which

As we have already said, however, 
the encouraging feature of the final 
estimate is neither the size of the 


crop nor the promise of money return,

ERAL OILS. 


striking feature of the Novem- 
export statistics of mineral oils, 
which just at hand, is that the 
eleven months’ record 1911, for all 
kinds, shows a larger volume and a 
greater money value than for the whole 
year of 1910. This emphasizes the fact 
that the calendar year will exceed by 
a very substantial volume the year 
previous and that the money return, 
while it will not increase in like ratio, 
will still show some expansion. The 
total mineral oil exports of the first 
eleven months of the present year were 
1,491,756,668 gallons,

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and the money re- 
turn has been $90,839,356. For the en- 
tire year of 1910 there were exported 


1,396,995,440 gallons of a total value of 
$88,597,319. The gain over the calendar 


year 1910 is almost a hundred million 
gallons, but the value of the exports 
shows only a little more than two 


million dollars gain. 


The greater part of this excellent 
gain over last year is shown in the 
development of our foreign sales of 


illuminating oils and naphthas, espe- 
cially the latter. The exports of the for- 
mer for the eleven months which end- 
ed with November were  1,010,376,253 
gallons, valued at $55,510,489, while the 
exports for the entire year 1910 were 
only of 932,343,617 gallons, but the value 
was $55,054,084. Again the fact that 
the average price per gallon is less is 
made apparent. But it is the demand 
for our naphthas abroad that has 
brought about the most gratifying gain. 
The development of the exports in 
this line has been continuous for the 
last few years and the present record 
shows that it is growing even more 
satisfactorily than heretofore. For the 
full year of 1910 we exported 79,059,- 
528 gallons of naphthas with a value of 
$6,485,686; for the eleven months that 
has passed of the current year we have 
exported 105,297,739 gallons with a value 
of $8,693,107. This is about thirty-five 
million ahead of the exports for the 
period last year and is almost 
double those of a similar period in 1909, 
A rapid and consistent growth that is 
inspiring. 

In other items the current record of 
exports is not so noteworthy. In the 
first eleven months of this year the 
exports of crude oil are slightly in ex- 
of the same period in 1910, but 
do not equal the full year. In the lubri- 
cating and residuum the exports 
to November 30 are well ahead of those 
at the same date 1910, and in each 
instance are a trifle in advance of the 
entire shipments last year. The prices 
received have not been materially 
changed, although lubricants have in- 
dicated a moderate advance for the 
past year. 

Taken all together, the comparison of

the same month last year, and 13,227,959 
gallons, valued at $1,118,285, in October. 

Illuminating oils, too, experienced 
heavy decreases from both the previ- 
ous month and from the same month 
in 1910. During the past November the 
exports were 65,463,341 gallons, which 
were valued at $3,759,850, which com- 
pares with 74,741,246 gallons, valued at 
$3,764,860, in the same month last year, 
and with 88,779,690 gallons valued at 
$4,872,004, in October. It is not hard 
to see that the retrogression is quite 
pronounced. 

The crude oil exports also show re- 
cession from the prevoius month and 
but little gain over those of a year 
ago. In November, 1911, the exports 
were 12,841,755 gallons and the previ- 
ous month they had been 14,192,956 gal- 
lons. The decline was unimportant, 
but indicated the general direction of 
the movement. 

Had it not been for the lubricants, 
paraffine and residuum the month would 
have lagged much further in the rear. 
These showed good advances over the 
October record and no decline from the 
previous year. Especially in iubricat- 
ing oil and paraffine was this true. For 
items the November’ exports 
amounted to 15,314,031 gallons, valued 
at $1,965,364, as compared with 13,691,- 
081 gallons, valued at $1,869,189, in Oc- 
tober, and 13,699,041 gallons, valued at 
$1,849,846, in November, 1910. The ex- 
ports of residuum for November are 
almost double those of October, but 
were a trifle less than those of Novem- 
ber, 1910. For the month under review 
they were 11,990,013 gallons, com- 
pared with 12,618,774 gallons in Novem- 
ber last year and only 6,401,239 gallons 
in October. 

In the average price

tilizer Convention. 
Baltimore, Dec. 
The Executive Council of the National 
Fertilizer Association, wnich met nere 
December 15, adjourned to meet agaiu ir 
Cieveland early next June to cumplete 
whatever arrangements are then tu be 
agreed upon in connection with the an- 
nual meeting of the organization, which, 
the council decided, shall take place at 
Atlantic City July 16 and 17, 1912. The 
preparations for the gathering are to be 
looked after by a committee yet to be 
raumed by President W. W. Hubbard, of 
this city, who is also authorized to ap- 
point a general and a ladies receptiuu 
committee. J. D. Toll, of thiladelphia, 
Was designated as chairman of the En- 
tertainment Committee and directed to 
confer with President Hubbard in regard 
to the rest of the committee. A bureau 
of iniormation is to be created for th« 
benetit of visiting delegates, with Secre- 
tary W. G. Sadler in charge, and there 
will be an exhibit of machinery used in 
the manufacture and handling of fer- 
tilizers. 
The proposition to establish an Eastern 
States Soil Improvement Committee, after

the manner of the Middle States Com- 
inittee, which has headquarters in Chi- 
cago and is doing an excellent work in 
the way of promoting the use of fertil- 
izers by the distribution of literature on 
soils and the proper materials to use for 
fertilization, was discussed at consider- 
able length.

Scott, chairman; A. T. Dukes, accom- 
panied by Mr. Downes, of Philadelphia, 
after an inspection tour, made a care- 
fully prepared and exhaustive report as 
to the operations of the committee. The 


suggestion has been made that consider- 
able money might be saved if the insur- 


ance could be placed through one chan- 
nel.

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Wood Distillation in 1910. 


Washington, Dec. 22, 1911. 


A preliminary statement relating to the 
industry of wood distillation in the United 
States during the calendar years 1910, 1909, 
1908 and 1907 was issued to-day by Di- 
rector Durand, of the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, Department of Commerce and Labor. 
The data were. collected in co-operation 
with the Forest Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and form one of a 
series of annual reports regarding the 
lumber and timber industries. 

One hundred and forty-seven establish- 
ments engaged in this branch of industry 
during both 1910 and 1909, as against 131 
in both 1998 and 1907, The total reporte1 
quantity of wood consumed during 1910 
was 1,450,439 cords, which was an increase 
of 185,282 cords, or 14.6 per cent., over 1909; 
of 472,595 cords, or 48.3 per cent., over 1908, 
and 168,319 cords, or 13.1 per cent., over 
the reported consumption in 1907. 

Of the 147 plants in operation during 
1910, 117 were engaged in the distillation 
of hardwoods, chiefly birch, beech and 
maple. The quantity of hardwoods con- 
sumed during the year was 1,257,997 cords, 
or 86.7 per cent. of the total of all woods 
consumed in distillation. 

About 60 per cent. of the hardwoods 
consumed as material in distiliation dur- 
ing the past year was in the form of body 
wood, while approximately 30 per cent. 
was limbs, and a considerable part of the 


balance was in the form of sawdust, 
slabs and other mill waste. i 
Thirty establishments were engage’ 
during 1910 in the distillation of soft- 
woods, chiefly vellow pine, with smaller 
quantities of Norway pine and Douglas 
fir. While eight States engaged during 
the year in this branch of the distilla- 
tion industry, Alabama, Florida, South 
Carolina and Georgia, ranking in the 


order named, with nineteen of the thirty- 
one active establishments, together con- 
sumed 173,473 cords of. wood, or 9.1 per 
cent. of the total. Growth has been much 
more rapid during recent years in soft- 
wood distillation than in hardwood.

A keen demand for flaxseed has pre- 
vailed at Minneapolis all week. Crushers 
took everything offered, irrespective of 
quality. Prices are stronger, No. 1 flax- 
seed being kept at a premium of 3c. over 
Duluth December option. A heavy per- 
centage of current arrival is still below 
an average in quality, being bin burnt, 
moldy and wet. The result is a very wide 
range in cash prices. 

Prices advanced sharply last Friday in 
sympathy with the stronger Argentine 
cables and the strength at Winnipeg. 
Spot seed went up 6%c. Saturday offer- 
ings were heavy and, on weaker news 
from abroad, prices dropped 3c. Since 
then, however, they have reacted about 
2c. and have remained fairly steady. The 
situation is a tight one and apparently 
is governed more by foreign news than 
by supply and demand at home. 

Minneapolis stocks for the week in- 
creased about 31,000 bushels and are now 
27,000 more than a year ago. Duluth 
stocks increased 110,000 bushels and are 
538,000 larger than in 1910, 

At the close to-day, spot flaxseed is 51% 
@iec. higher than on last Tuesday, and 
22@24c. lower than on the same day last 
year. ‘peg 

Minneapolis receipts for the week end- 
ing December 16 increased 113,820 bushels. 
They were the largest of any week on 
this crop, totaling 466,29 bushels, com- 
pared with 134,000 last year. Some dis- 
appointment is expressed over the fact 
that the quality of the receipts does not 
improve. It was expected that as the 
year advanced less wet damaged seed 
would be received, but the reverse has 
proved true. Current arrivals show the 
effect of having lain out in the fields a 
long time and exposure to the weather. 
Country elevator operators are averse to 
storing such seed, and the consequence 
is that they are rushing it in to terminals 
as fast as cars are available. 

The question of how much more 
seed there is back in the country 
can be depended upon is perplexing. 
the first four months of the crop year, 
September to December, inclusive, 1910, 
receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth were 
a trifle over 7,000,000 bushels. During the 
remaining eight months of the crop year 
only about 1,700,000 bushels were received, 
The Northwest last year was generally 
credited with raising a crop of about 
12,00),000 bushels. This year trade esti- 
mates are around 17,000,000 to 18,000,000. 
To date the two Northwestern terminals 
have received 9,500,000 bushels. This would 
leave approximately 7,000,000 to 8,000,000 
bushels still to be marketed, exclusive of 
seed requirements on farms. Future re- 
ceipts, however, cannot be reckoned at 
this time, as everything will depend on 
the weather and how much the crop still 
unthreshed can be saved. Alternate thaw- 
ing and freezing all winter would se- 
riously impair the quality and undoubt- 
edly reduce the quantity of marketable 
seed, x 

At Duluth covering by short interests 
following receipt of crop damage news 
from the Argentine caused considerable 
Strength this week. Winnipeg traders 
were also excited and prices there ad- 
vanced materially. Saturday, however, 
there was a slight reaction. Country 
selling caused the market to become sud- 
denly weak. The fact that the movement 
in the Northwest to date has been on so 
liberal a scale has served somewhat as 
a check to keep prices within bounds. 
Country sellers are shrewd traders. They 
keep close tab on the market and take 
advantage of any nervousness. They sell 
when prices are high, but when offerings 
become burdensome they immediately 


withdraw. 

Arrivals of off-grade flaxseed at Du- 
luth seem to be increasing. There is 
very little demand for this kind of seed 
at Duluth, as the elevators there are not 
equipned with drying apparatus for con- 
ditioning such grain. Shipments are 
aeavy. They are said to be going prin-

LINSEED OIL. 
Trading this week has been 
spasmodic nature. Buyers were totally 
unprepared for the quick turn for the 
worse in the Argentine situation, and the 
consequent upward trend in prices here. 
A strong situation was created and the 
result was, on the whole, a fair volume of 
business for the week. Some _ buyers 
hastened to cover their wants for the 
nearby future, and on two or three days 
buying was lively. One crusher reported 
good sales for deferred shipment. Others, 
however, could see little change in the 
attitude of buyers and complained of con- 

tinued dullness. 
Generally speaking, 
hand-to-mouth business has been done all 
fall, it is very doubtful if orders on 
crushers’ books are anywhere near as 
large as usual at this time of year. 
Prices are unsettled. Sales of raw oil 
were made early in the week at as low 
as 65c. per gallon f. o. b. Minneapolis in 
car lots, but to-day’s crushers are asking 
66@08c., with one holding for 69c. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 
The export market is very strong. Ar- 
rivals on the Continent are not adequate 
for requirements and with little or no 
stocks on hand, importers are willing to 
pay good prices for quick shipment cake. 
Sales have been made this week for Jan- 
uary clearance frcm seaboard at $35 per 
ton f. o. b. Minneapolis. This is the cur- 
rent quotation for immediate shipment 
and Minneapolis mills have no difficulty in 
placing all they can secure Ocean space 
for at this price. Freight traffic from the 
Atlantic seaboard, however, is reported as 
abnormally heavy and only a_ limited 
quantity of cake can be moved during 
January. For January-February-March 
shipment crushers are quoting oil cake at 
$34 per ton. There is little inclination 
shown to contract ahead, buyers’ tem- 
porarily confining their attention to quick 
shipment stuff. 
Oil meal is in limited demand at around 
$36@36.50 per ton f. 0. b. Minneapolis in 
ear lots Domestic trade is anything but 
active. A year ogo at this time buvers 
were complaining of the high price of oil 
meal, but to-day this commodity is $4.50 
@5 per ton higher. On this account, it is 
hardly to be wondered at that sales are 
below normal for this season of the year, 
especially when buyers can get ground 
feeds at $12@14 per ton less and cottonseed 
oil meal at $8@10 per ton less. They are 
taking just little linseed oil as possi- 
ble. and very little change in their policy 
is looked for as long as linseed meal re- 
mains anywhere near its present level.

There is no particular demand for lin- 
seed oil cake and little is offering.

Last 
week’s buying movement evidently filled 
the needs of importers and others who 
were in the market.

Rainy weather in Argentina has been 
boosting the price of linseed at Duluth. 
The average of the closing prices of cash 
flax at Duluth for the week ending to-day 
is $2.091%4. The average of the week be- 
fore was $2.02. Duluth flax sellers have 
been able to get more for their seed by 
reason of the steady rise in the price of 
flaxseed at Buenos Aires. Eastern crush- 
ers, who, two weeks ago might_ have 
bought plenty of flaxseed on the Duluth 
market at $2 a bushel or less, but who 
kept holding back in the hope that an 
enormous Argentine crop would enable 
them to make their purchases at still 
lower prices, have found the Argentine 
market going up instead of down, and 
many who declined to buy at $2 or less 
have been paying $2.10 or more at Duluth 
during the last few days. 

The receipts of flaxseed on the Duluth 
market have been falling off rapidly on 
account of the approach of mid-winter. 
The total receipts for the week ending 
to-day ere less than two-thirds those of 
the week before. Yet the seed is arriv- 
ing in very large quantities for this late 
time of the year, the arrivals being sev- 
eral times as great as they were at this 
time of last year. The recent mild spell 
has melted the snow away from many 
places where the Northwestern farmers 
did not get a chance to cut their flax 
in the fall, and advantage has been taken 
of the clear, mild weather to cut and 
thresh the flax. This is one reason why 
the reeeipts have been keeping up so 
well Duluth brokers estimate that at 
the time of the first heavy snowfall in 
the Northwest about 10 per cent. of this 
vear’s vield of flaxseed still stood in the 
fields of the Northwest uncut. 

Though the price of flax at Winnipeg 
during the week just past has frequently 
been more than 20c. below the price at 
Duluth, and the duty, minus the rebate 
for the export of the seed cake is about 
20c. a bushel, the margin has never been 
great enough to cause any very large 
movement of flaxseed over the border 
line. Even when this margin grows wide 
enough to attract attention, it is always 
narrowed down again by natural causes 
before it has existed long enough to cause 
any great commercial disturbance. Flax- 
seed in Duluth elevators on Wednesday, 
December 20.

White lead and the oxides were 
quiet and consumers are not expected 
to become very active until after the 
turn of the year. Zincs also felt the ap- 
proach of the holidays and trading in 
them was restricted to small lots.

Oil Trade with Hankow, China. 
Washington, Dec. 22, 1911. 


In a series of reports reaching the Bu- 
reau of Manufactures, Department of 
Commerce and Labor, regarding the trade 
ot the interior districts ot China, there ap- 
pears some detailed references to tne con- 
diticas of the oil trade in the Hankow 
(tisirict. These figures not only cover the 
prices of various grades of oil imported 
into that district, but the conditions of 
the trade in general, as follows:— 

The trade of Hankow for 
over 1909. The gross value of the 
the port rose from $79,229,178 to 

and the net value from $72,045,597 
{ The net total foreign imports 
increased by 20 per cent., and the total exports 
of local origin by about 30 per cent. The di- 
rect foreign trade increased from $20,054,617 
in 1909 to $24,720,118 in 1910, increases being 
shown in both imports and exports. British 
trade rose from $3,00( $5,110,063; Ger- 
man trade from $1 
Japanese from ° 
American from $1, ; 

The imports of kerosene oil in 1910 exceeded 
those of 1909 by 830,428 American gallons. The 
only gain was registered in the American prod- 
uct, of which 2,408,854 gallons more were im- 
ported than in “the previous year. The oil im- 
ported from Sumatra and Borneo showed a 
diminution of 952,441 gallons and 625,985 gal- 
lons, respectively. 

The variations in kerosene oil 
wider than they have been for 
From a fairly high level for the first seven or 
eight months” prices dropped considerably, 
reaching their lowest level in December. They 
ranged as follows (exchange rate for haikwan 
tael equal to 67.3 cents):—American case oil, 
2.55 to 1.69 haikwan taels per case; American 
bulk oil, 1.73 to 1.24 haikwan taels per unit 
(sixty-seven pounds); Sumatra bulk oil, 1.73 to 
1.24 haikwan taels per unit; Borneo bulk oil, 
1.63 to 1.14 haikwan taels per unit. 

The actual business done showed a marked 
advance over any previous year. This increase, 
while spread over most months of the year, 
was particularly marked in November and 
December, and would seem to lead to the 
conclusion that the low prices then ruling for 
the foreign product enabled it to successfully 
compete with such native oils as are used for 
illuminating purposes, The increased deliv- 
eries caused stocks in the hands of importers 
to be reduced to a low level at the end of the 
year, what balances there was being insuffi- 
cient to tide over until the arrival of direct 
shipments in the spring. Dealers, therefore, 
had recourse to Shanghai for fresh supplies.

Production of Magnesite in 1910. 


Washington, Dec. 1911. 

There were produced in the United 
States during 1910 12,443 short tons of mag- 
nesite, the value of which is given at 
74,658. The foregoing figures are taken 
from a monograph just issued by the 
United States Geological Survey on the 
production of magnesite in this country 
during last year. The document was pre- 
pared by Charles G. Yale for the Survey, 
as an advance chapter from Mineral Re- 
sources of the United States for 1910. 

In enumerating the various purposes for 
which magnesite is employed, it is said 
that it is used in the manufacture of car- 
bon dioxide gas, and calcined it is used in 
the manufaciure of paper from wood pulp, 
and as a refractory mavertal it is used in 
brick or plaster form for lining furnaces, 
covering steam pipes, as artificial stone, 
as composite stone for lithographing, as 
an adulterant for paint, etc. Magnesium 
chloride is an excellent bleaching agent, 
the report says, and a Iight carbonate of 
magnesia is used for medicinal and toilet 
purposes. The sulphate, known as epsom 
salts, is mainly used in warp sizing in 
cotton mills, and lesser quantities are 
used in sugar manufacture. 

The production of magnesite during 1910 
{increased about one-third over the pro- 
duction in 1909, which amounted to 9,463 
short tons, and the increase in value more 
than doubled from $12,860 to $74,658. It is 
said that it requires from 2 to 2.6 tons of 
crude ore to make one ton of calcined 
magnesite, and the valuations as given by 
the prevailing prices for magnesite when 
sold in large quantities to regular con- 
sumers on contract_basis last year was 
about $16 a ton. Under some circum- 
stances it is sold as high as $2 a ton, 
and even $35, in some sections of the Pa- 
cific coast country.

with 10,695,448 bales for the same 
period last year and 9,358,085 bales in 
1909. The seed market has felt the 
effect of this production and offerings 
have been liberal, with concessions 
from former prices obtainable in some 
sections, The mills, however, have 
maintained a steady postion and held 
the situation well under control all 
week. 

Conditions governing the foreign de- 
mand have shown little change. New 
business is slow and it is said that 
difficulty has been experienced in dis- 
tributing arrivals at some European 
points. This may be attributed to 
failures of soap factories in Germany 
and Belgium. It is also reported that 
part of the selling in the local market 
represented the liquidation of foreign 
accounts. The export movement from 
this port for the week amounted to 
10,4381 barrels, from other ports 4,537 
barrels, making a total of 14,968 bar- 
rels. These compare with 42,627 bar- 
rels, the total amount exported during 
the previous week. The foreign vege- 
table oil market has been subjected to 
rather violent fiuctuations, but closed 
comparatively steady. 

Lard and cotton both displayed a bet- 
ter tone, but failed to affect cotton oil 
prices. Tallow and animal greases 
ruled about steady. Compound lard 
commanded moderate attention for 
home and export accounts and prices 
were sustained at lately prevailing 
figures,

Camphor Cultivation in the United 
States. 


Camphor cultivation in the United 
States is the subject of an interesting con- 
tribution to the Department of Agricul- 
ture year book for 1910 by S. C. Hood and 
RK. H. True. After treating the topic 
along general lines, which we have had 
occasion to note at various occasions, the 
work continues as follows:— 

When the camphor tree was first introduced 
into this country is not clear. There are sev- 
eral trees in Florida which were brought in as 
seedlings between 1870 and 1875, and from 
their seed have been grown many of the cam- 
phor trees of that State. About 1880 the De- 
partment of Agriculture distributed seed and 
young trees, and these also have yielded stock 
for nursery purposes, 

During the past ten years camphor trees 
have been very. extensively planted for orna- 
mentals and windbreaks in the Southern and 
Southwestern States and in some places nearly 
every home has one or more camphor trees in 
its yard. One Florida nursery alone sells an- 
nually about 15,000 trees. 

Although the introduction of the camphor tree 
was undertaken in the earlier days chiefly be- 
cause of the value of this plant as a shade tree, 
the idea of its eventually proving useful for 
the production of camphor was not altogether 
overlooked. Mr. William Saunders, in the 
report of the Department of Agriculture for 
1889, says ‘‘they answer a good purpose as or- 
namental shade trees, with a probability that 
when they become more plentiful and better 
known efforts may be made to extract camphor 
from the branches.’’ Such efforts seem, how- 
ever, to have been rather long delayed. In 
the summer of 1904, as a part of the work of 
the then newly established laboratory of drug- 
plant investigations, Mr. W. O. Richtmann was 
sent into the field to investigate the camphor 
content of the trees previously Introduced. 
Camphor material was distilled in Florida, 
Texas, California and others of the warmer 
States. Encouraged by the favorable results 
obtained, the department made arrangements 
to secure the use of land at Huntington, Fla., 
to be chiefly devoted to camphor work. This 
work took on an unusual interest shortly after 
it was undertaken on account of the high price 
to which Japanese camphor rose, supposedly 
because of the speculative operations in Japan 
and elsewhere. 

PROPAGATION. 
can be propagated by 
tings and root cuttings, but for commercial 
purposes the first method is to be preferred, 
except in cases of special varieties having some 
valuable characteristic which would not be re- 
produced by the seed. In propagation by seed 
great care should be taken in the selection of 
the land for the seed bed (Pl. XLVI., fig. 2). 
If possible, a rich, well-drained soil which has 
been under cultivation in previous years should 
be found. If this is not possible, new land 
ean be used; but in either case land infested 
with Bermuda grass or maiden cane cannot be 
used, since the roots of these grasses will take 
up the moisture in the soil and prevent the 
germination of the seed. 

THE SEED AND SEED BED. 

The land should be plowed about September 
1 and well cut up with the disk harrow. 
About October 15 it should again be worked 
and all dry roots and trash removed. Too 
much emphasis cannot be placed on the prep- 
aration of the seed bed, since after the seeds 
are planted no cultivation can be given for 
three months. 

In size and shape, camphor seed resembles 
the common wild black cherry, consisting of a 
small stone surrounded by a fleshy pulp cov- 
ered with a thin black skin. When the seeds 
are ripe, about October 15, they are of a dull- 
black color and are then ready to be gathered 

The seed bed should be prepared before the 
seed are gathered, but as soon as secured the 
berries should be planted.fresh with the pulp left 
on, For convenience in future handling the 
seed should be planted in hills three and one- 
half feet by one and one-half feet, with three 
seeds to the hill, and covered about two inches 
deep. This method will require about twenty- 
four quarts of seed per acre and will produce 
enoueh trees for setting sixteen acres of field 


planting. 


Camphor seed, cut- 
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Tne iand should be weil prepared by deep 
plowing early iu the fall and again worked just 
vetore ine trees aie sel. it is desirabie to lay 
otf the rows in cnecks six vy fifteen feet, sitive 
this wili facilitate later cuitivation. ‘Ihe trees 
can be dug With a tree uigger and should be 
cut back very severely. Ati ieaves and smail 
twigs should be removed (Vl. XLVIIL., figs. & 
and 4) and the tree well headed back. rhe 
taproot should be cut back to twelve inches 
and all the small laterals removed. 

The trees should be set at the same 
they were in the seed bed, and a small basin 
formed by the soil about them for the recep- 
tion of water. One application of water 
should be given when the trees are set and one 
or two later on, as needed, if the rainfall) 1s 
scanty. No growth will take place in the roots 
if dry soil is allowed to remain in contact with 
them, but too much water will cause the roots 
to sour and die. In those parts of the Sveutn 
where there is a definite rainy season govd 
results can be secured by setting the trees 
about July 1, no watering being needed except 
a smal! application at the time the trees are 
set. By this method the trees have a tendency 
to continue growth until late in the fall or 
early winter, and are exposed to danger of 
fros since they are very tender when in a 
growing condition. In frost-free localities, 
however, this method can be followed with less 
expense. Plate XLVIILI., figure 1, shows such 
a young camphor nursery well established. 

FERTILIZING AND CULTIVATING. 

The question of fertilizer for the trees alte 

they are in the field has not yet been worked 
out. icxperiments have shown that the trees 
respond very readily to fertilizer, but whether 
the additional growth will pay for the material 
used has yet w be determined. It is fairly 
certain, however, that it will pay to apply 
about two pounds per tree for the first two 
years, until they get well started. 
“ Cultivation should be thorough and frequent, 
and, where it can be done, small crops, such as 
cotton, peas and corn, should be grown 
between the rows for two or three years. It, 
however, a tall growing crop, such as corn, is 
used, care should be taken not to plant too 
near the trees, since even slight shade retards 
growth, 

At five or six years from the seed the trees 
should be seven to eight feet high and very 
bushy. At this time the trees should be 
trimmed to shape them up into hedges and the 
first harvest should be secured. 

HARVESTING. 

Up to the present time nearly all camphor 
is made from the wood of old forest trees and 
but little use has been made of the leaves and 
branches. This is partly due to the fact that 
in the camphor countries the camphor is lo- 
calized mostly in the old wood, while that in 
the leaves contains a large percentage of oil. 
In the Southern States the camphor yield of 
the leaves is high and there is little in the 
wood before it reaches an age of ten years or 
more, ‘To grow the tree tor the wood means 
long waiting for returns and the ultimate de- 
struction ot the tree, 

Experiments have shown that the tree can 
be handled in hedges and kept trimmed back 
to a height convenient for working. in fact, 
camphor is often used as a hedge tree in the 
South and responds to trimming more readily 
than almost any other tree or shrub. This 
adaptability for hedges can be taken advantage 
of for commercial purposes, repeated experi- 
ments having shown that the camphor yield 
can be greatly increased in the leaves by 
trimming. 

On the department's experimental plats the 
trees are planted in rows fifteen feet apart and 
six feet apart in the row. They are grown to 
an A-shaped hedge eight feet high and eight 
feet wide at the base. By this method they 
are kept back to a convenient size for work- 
ing and are not dwarfed sufficiently to injure 
the vigor of the tree. At six years from the 
seed the trees will form a solid hedge in each 
row and will be thick and bushy to the ground, 

Camphor is~ represented in the growing tis- 
sue by oil, which as the leaves mature Is 
changed into camphor. Distillations made at 
different times during the growing season show 
a rapid gain in camphor content as the leaves 
approach maturity; also that it is highest dur- 
ing the dormant period. 

In most places in the South the tree has two 
growing seasons and two dormant periods. 
Growth begins in February and before May 
1 a leafy growth of six to ten inches has 
formed. On this growth are formed the flowers 
and seed. From May 1 to June 15 the weather 
is hot and dry and the tree goes into a dor- 
mant period, With the coming of the summer 
rains grow.h begins again and continues until 
about the middle of September, when the 'win- 
ter dormant period begins. 

CAMPHOR CONTENT OF LEAVES AND 
TWIGS. 


After the spring growth begins there occurs 
the fall of the leaves twelve and eighteen 
months old. Under normal conditions all 
leaves remain on the tree one full year. Dis- 
tillations made from leaves of different ages 
showed a slight decrease in camphor content 
after maturity is reached, but a large propor- 
tion of the camphor remains in the leaf until 
it falls Distillations from dead leaves fallen 
from the tree gave a yield of 2 per cent. of 
oil and camphor. The loss of camphor in the 
leaf as it matures and dies is greater, how- 
ever, than the percentages show, since there 
is also a loss of water and a consequent de- 
crease in the weight of the material. 

With the twigs the difference is still greater. 
At the close of the growing season the twigs 
were found to contain as high a percentage of 
camphor as the leaves on them, but the yield 
from older twigs was very low. This is dué 
to the fact that in the twigs the camphor is 
in the bark and almost none is localized in 
the new wood. 

These experiments show that if the hedges 
are trimmed at the end of each growing season 
a@ maximum quantity of camphor is obtained 
with a minimum of useless material to han- 
dle. The hedges can be trimmed by machine 
so that the cost of harvesting will be small, 
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and with some minor changes some types of 
machines nuw in use can be utiuged. ‘tne De 
partment of Agriculture is working on tab. 
probiem, but as yet the tests are incumpetr. 
Afver cutting tne trimmings shuuld be taken 
to the distiling plant at once, since if they are 
allowed to dry in the sun or remain expusea 
to the dew and rain there is some joss oi 
camphor.

If rods are used 
in piace of chains and to them is tastened a 
Nne-meshed Wire netting fitting closely to the 
sides of Lhe retort this difficulty is done away 
with. With this device, however, the materia] 
cannot be packed closely to the sides of the 
retort and uneven steaming is the result. 

\hen metal retorts are used they are at- 
tacked by the camphor vapors and a deposit 
of oxids and sulphids of the metal is carried 
over with the camphor. ‘This causes a biack 
impurity in the camphor which injures its ap- 
pearance, but as ali crude camphor must be 
refined before using this impurity is later re- 
moved. It is almost impossible to avoid some 
of this impurity, since metal must enter into 
tne construction of some parts of the apparatus. 


METAL RETORTS. 


lt a metal retort is to be used it should be 
made of boiler iron three-sixteenths of an inch 
thick and cylindrical in shape. <A capacity of 
200 cubic feet will contain a ton of trimmings 
if closely packed. The cover of the retort 
should be slightly conical in shape, with the 
outlet pipe in the center. It should be riveted 
to a flange fitting a similar flange on the body 
of the retort, so that the joint can be made 
steam tight by means of a packing ring. The 
fastenings should be swinging eyebolts at- 
tached under the lower flange and let into 
both flanges by slots. The bottom of the re- 
tort should be of the same construction as the 
tup, but should be nearly flat and hung to the 
retort by a heavy hinge on one side, The 
fastening should be of the same sort ag those 
used in the cover. The swinging bottom should 
be fitted with a false bottom of heavy wire 
netting about one-inch mesh and _ supported 
on pillars raising it four inches from the in- 
side of the bottom. The steam inlet should 
be by two pipes on opposite sides entering the 
chamber formed between the true and false 
bottoms. In this manner an even distribution 
of steam is secured over the bottom of the 
charge. The retort should be raised several 
feet from the ground, so that when the charge 
is exhausted the bottom can be swung back 
and the charge allowed to fall out into a car, 
which can convey it on a track to the dump 
heap. 

This type of retort is much more expensive 
than the wooden one, yet the greater durability 
and convenience will more than compensate for 
the extra cost. A type similar to this is used 
for the distillation of pine chips, but this 
type is constructed at the top and bottom and 
the swinging bottom is of much smaller diam- 
eter than the body. This cannot be used for 
camphor, since the charge will strike the 
shoulder at the bottom and have to be removed 
by hand.

THE PROBLEM OF ‘HE CONDENSER. 

The problem of for 
Canmiphor has been a ailieult one. dt is out 
oF the question to use wooden boxes or in- 
verted syrup evaporators, as in China aad 
Formosa, and none of the types of comucnsers 
used for oils can be used, since the con- 
uensed product is a soljid and ueposits un the 
amnside, completely filiing it. ‘lubuiar and coil 
condensers are aisO OUL of the question, Sev- 
eral condensers of an entirely new type have 
been devised and comparative tests are beng 
made with them, One has been secured waica 
30 far nas given excelent resuits, but tne tesis 
are not yet completed. In the near tuture tne 
Department of Agriculture hopes to have this 
problem worked out and to be able to recom- 
mend a condenser which will meet all the re- 
quirements of commercial work. 

REFINING, 

As received from the condenser the camphos 
is in a very impure state. it is a semi-soid 
mass of a brownish color and about ihe con- 
sistency of meiting snow. ‘Tnis crude campnor 
contains about 75 to 8U per cent. of pure gun 
campnor and about 15 to 20 per cent. of Ca.u- 
pnor oil, the remainder Consisting oO. vCaids 
and sulphids of iron, water and otaer forcign 
matter. This cruge product must be reued 
before it can be piaced on the market. 

The first step in this process is to remove 
the oil. This is done by throwing the mass 
into a contrifuge giving a cenurilugai Loree 
of 550 to WwW > gravities. By means of 
this machine nearly ail the oil can be 
removed, and washing with warm water whiie 
still in the centrituge will remove almost the 
last trace. The camphor thus secured is dry, 
but still has a brownish color, due to the 
metallic impurities. By the regular process 
of sublimation in iron kettles, the camphor 
can be secured in either the transparent slabs 
or ‘‘flowers of camphor,’’ as is desired 

The oil secued from the centrifuge is of a 
brownish color and is one of the most complex 
of volatile oils. It contains several constituents 
which find ready sale in the trade, but chief 
among them is the camphor which is dissolved 
in it to the extent of about 30 to 35 per cent. 
By fractional distillation and subsequent freez- 
ing of the camphor-containing fractions, this 
camphor can be secured and added to that first 
obtained.

Oil secured from the wood of Florida-grown 
trees contains good percentages of safrol, but 
little or none is found in the oil from the 
leaves. 
YIELD. 

Distillations made from more 
trees in Florida, Texas, Alabama, Louisiana 
and California show that there is a very 
wide range in the camphor yield of the leaves 
and twigs. Some samples from trees which 
had been shaded by buildings or by other trees 
have given as low as 0.70 per cent. of camphor 
and oil together. Other trees which have been 
retarded in growth by being planted on very 
poor land and given no care have given as 
high as 2.77 per cent. of camphor distillate. 
These, however, are extremes, the usual yield 
being from 1.75 to 2.25 per cent. All these 
percentages are based on the green weight of 
the material and are given in the percentage of 
crude camphor distillate secured. The amount 
of pure gum camphor in the crude product 
shows but slight variations and usually falls 
between 75 and SO per cent. The usual yield 
of pure gum oamphor from leaves and twigs 
of single trees is from 1.35 to 1.50 per cent., 
calculated on the green weight of the material 
It he been shown, however, that the yield is 
increas by trimming, and a larger yield can 
be secured from hedges. 

As vet the hedges planted by 
of Agriculture have not reached 
for trimming, and it has not been possible to 
secure a satisfactory estimate of the yield per 
acre to be obtained. A number of tests have

Chinese Law Prohibiting Opium 


Culture. 
Washington, Dee. 22, 1911. 


The conditions in the opium trade and 
the new law which has been promulgated 
under an imperial edict, regarding the 
opium trade in China, has been trans- 
mitted to the Bureau of Manufactures, 
Department of Commerce and Labor, by 
Consul-General Knabenshue at Tientsin. 
This account of opium trade conditions 
constitutes a part of a review of the com- 
merce of Northern China and covers not 
only the production of the poppy, but the 
general trade in the opium product. 

It appears from this report that 
imports of foreign opium for 1910 
only 2,533 pounds of Malwa and_ 3,200 
pounds of Patna, or a total of 5,733 
pounds, all of which came in during the 
first half of the last year, as against 
20,266 pounds for 1909. The native-grown 
drug has almost disappeared from the 
imports of Tientsin, the total being only 
117 pounds in 1910, as compared with 
2,664 pounds in 1909."". The report con- 
tinues:— 


The culture of the opium poppy has been en- 
tirely suppressed in North China, through the 
energetic action of the Chinese authorities. 
There are constant attempts to smuggle the 
drug into this port, but the customs author- 
ities have established a most rigorous exam- 
ination of the clothing and baggage of all 
Chinese arriving from southern ports, and it is 
safe to say that the quantity which is success- 
fully brought in is comparatively small. 

The governmental regulations regarding 
opium smoking and very rigid and 
seem to be carefully enforced. Every opium 
smoker must take out a license and register 
his name and address with the officials of the 
opium. prohibition office—the Chin Yen Chu. 
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He states the amount of the drug he con- 
sumes per day and obtains a license ticket al- 
lowing him to purchase that amount daily at 
a designated shop. He cannot purchase at any 
other shop. A record of his purchase is kept 
by the shopkeeper and a statement thereof sent 
monthly to the opium prohibition office. If 
the amount purchased exceeds the allowance 
both seller and smoker are fined fifty times 
the value of the excess amount of opium. 

A new criminal code has been approved by 
imperial edict, and will come into operation 
at the next Chinese New Year, February 12, 
1912. The ten provisions of this code are sum- 
marized as follows:— 

1. Any person who manufactures opium, deals 
in it, stores it for later sale, or imports it 
from abroad, shall incur penalties of the third, 
the fourth or the fifth grade. 

The penalty of the third grade is imprison- 
ment at hard labor for three to five years; 
that of the fourth grade is imprisonment at 
hard labor for one to three years, and that of 
the fifth grade is imprisonment at hard labor 
for two months to one year. 

2. Any person who manufactures 
smoking instruments, deals in them, 
them for later sale, or imports them from 
abroad, shall incur penalties of the fourth 
grade, or imprisonment at hard labor for a 
shorter period, 

3. Customs officials or men connected with 
the service who import opium or instruments 
from abroad, or allow others to smuggle them, 
shall incur penalties of the third grade. 

4. Any person who opens a den to accommo- 
date opium smokers shall incur penalties of 
the fourth grade or below, and a maximum 
fine of $127 (United States currency). 

5. Any person who plants poppy for the 
manufacture of opium shall incur penalties of 
the fourth grade or lower, or a maximum fine 
of $127. 

6. Any person who is found smoking opium 
shall incur penalties of the fifth grade or lower, 
or a maximum fine of $423. 

7. Local authorities or members of the police 
who fail togaccord due punishment to offenders 
against the above six regulations shall incur 
the same penalties as the offenders. 
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8. Any person who keeps opium-smoking in- 
struments shall be fined $42 or less. 

9. Any person who attempts to violate any 
of the first six regulations shall incur the 
same penalties as if he had actually com- 
mitted the violation. 

10. Any person who violates any of the first 
seven regulations may, if the case requires, be 
deprived of a citizen’s rights, and if an offi- 
cial may be cashiecred. 

OPIUM IN THE FOOCHOW DISTRICT. 

In a review of the foreign trade of 
the Foochow district of China, which lies 
between Shanghai and Canton, Consul 
Samuel L. Gracey sends to the Bureau 
of Manufactures, Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, the following reference 
to the opium traffic of that district:— 

Very careful investigation was made regard- 
ing the cultivation of opium and its importa- 
tion into this district during 1910. The imports 
as given by both the foreign and native cus- 
toms houses fell off fully one-third and the 
cultivation in this district almost ceased. 

The provincial authorities, the gentry and 
the antiopium societies in Fukien conducted a 
more active crusade against the drug reform 
than before. The commissioner of police and 
commissioner of agriculture, besides many 
other officials, were sent to inland regions to 
make personal inspections, with a view to ob- 
taining its complete extirpation. Wherever 
poppy was found growing, the local magistrates 
at once had it destroyed, the planters punished 
and the land confiscated. The gentry and vil- 
lage elders are held responsible, and many of 
them were required to sign bonds that no 
poppy should be grown in their districts. 

In the early part of the year the viceroy, sup- 
ported by a strong public opinion in his juris- 
diction, made a persistent attempt to stop the 
importation of all native opium, but his order 
was afterward overruled by the Ministry of 
Finance, which held that all packages of na- 
tive opium that had previously paid govern- 
ment dues and that bore a certificate should 
be allowed to pass any customs. However, the 
viceroy’s attempt was not entirely fruitless, 
as he later received authority to prohibit both 
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transportation and importation of native opium 
after July 25, 1911. 
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Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Thymol. 


The question as to whether thymol is or 
is not alcoholic puzzled the Board of 
United States General Appraisers when 
the protest of Ungerer & Co. came up 
for a hearing. It was returned as a me- 
dicinal preparation, alcoholic, and duty 
was assessed at 55 cents per pound under 
paragraph 66 of the tariff act of 1909. It 
was claimed to be dutiable under the 
same paragraph at 25 per cent. ad va- 
lorem or under paragrph 3 at the same 
rate of duty. Thymol, heretofore, has 
been held by the board to be a chemical 


compound, and in view of the fact that 
both the medicinal preparation paragraph 
and that for “chemical compounds” con- 
tain the same rates of duty and in view 
of the fact that the importers made no 
attempt to dispute the character of the 
ariclt the board did not deem it advisable 
to decide whether it was a chemical com- 
pound or a medicinal preparation. It was 
found that the merchandise was now al- 
coholic and the claim at 2% per cent. ad 
valorem was sustained,

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Dec, 23, 1911. 


Operations in the Eastern fields have 
been prosecuted with fairly encourag- 
ing results during the week under re- 
view considering the seasonable con- 
ditions. Every section with the excep- 
tion of Indiana contributed a greater 
number of completions than previously, 
but the new production fell below that 
of the former week. The record for 
the current week shows 164 com- 
pletions, fifty-six dry wells and 2,985 
barrels of new production, as compar- 
ed with 147 completions, forty-nine 
dry wells and 4,356 barrels of new pro- 
duction previously. There has been 
comparatively little to lend special in- 
terest to the developments of the week 
under review. In the high grade fields 
there is nothing to eclipse the interest 
in Kanawha county, West Virginia, 
operations, as this district is about 
the only one on which prospects of a 
new pool are centered. The two pro- 
ducing wells there have been maintain- 
ing a production of 115 and ninety-five 
barrels, and there have been no new 
producers to supplement this list. There 
is, however, a considerable amount of 
test work in progress with a view of 
determining the outlying area, but it 
will be some little time before this 
work will reach a determining stage. 
One of the best producers of the week 
in West Virginia is credited to Richie 
county, the well being reported good 
for seventy-five barrels a day. Some- 
thing of a feature was experienced in 
Roane county, in a well which was 
rated as a_ twenty-five-barre} pro- 
ducer at a depth of 1,023 feet below the 
gas formation. In the old Shinnston 
field of Harrison county a twenty-barrel 
producer was reported where earlier 
indications seemed to favor little more 
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ducers in the Canonsburg field of 
Washington county, Pennsylvania, have 
shown a sharp decline, the best well, 
which had been maintaining 100 barrels 
a day for nearly two months, being 
down to sixty barrels. A good pro- 
ducer, however, has been brought in 
there, estimated at fifty barrels a day. 
The Gore-New Straitsville develop- 
ments of Hocking and Perry counties 
still constitute the feature of South- 
eastern Ohio operations, and town lot 
drilling is now in _ progress. There 
have been no new completions to feat- 
ure work in this section. In the north 
end of the deep sand territory of 
Licking, Muskingum and Coshocton 
counties some important test work is 
under way. Returns from the Lima 
fields of Northwestern Ohio and In- 
diana for the week indicate no ma- 
terial change in completed work and 
the only feature of the report is the in- 
crease in new production in the Ohio 
end, nearly double that of the former 
week. In this section Wood county 
was the most prolific source, the ten 
completions all coming in as producers 
with a daily total of 220 barrels. Mercer 
county had to its credit a century pro- 
ducer. In Indiana there was a slight 
falling off in new production during 
the week under review. The best show- 
ing was a sixty-five-barrel well inthe 
Oakland City district. 

The most important developments in 
the Kentucky fields are found in Law- 
rence county. A recent completion has 
proved one of the best pay wells inthe 
entire field, its capacity being estimat- 
ed at thirty to forty barrels. This com- 
pletion gives support to the conviction 
of a deep pay sand in the field. Drill- 
ing is active in Wayne county, Scatter- 
ed wildcat operations are in progress 
in various parts of the State, but as 
yet without important results. 

Returns from Illinois note a slight 
increase in completed work, but a ma-

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was little to distinguish the week’s 
operations. Since the Carlyle and 
Sandoval pools of Clinton and Marion 
counties have been fairly well defined, 
operators are somewhat at a loss for 
promising new territory. There are 
opportunities within the defined limits 
of the old fields, but these do not seem 
to afford much of an incentive. 

Our mid-continent correspondent re- 
ports activity throughout the field with 
some encouraging resuits found in the 
old pools. No new territory of par- 
ticular significance has yet been tap- 
ped, but important test wells are being 
drilled in wild cat territory with the 
possibility of a new pool being ex- 
ploited almost any day. The Jenks 
pool, northeast of the original Glenn 
well, is the most active section of the 
field at this time. A 350-barrel com- 
pletion is reported there, while another 
well of thirty-barrel capacity was con- 
sidered an indication for the extension 
of the productive territory. In the 
Osage pool operations do not attract 
anything like the attention of a few 
months ago. The late wells are gener- 
ally of a twenty-five to 100-barrel ca- 
pacity. A test well drilled near Cush- 
ing and credited with 150 barrels a 
day attracted attention as a forerun- 
ner of more important developments in 
that direction. The Electra field of 
Texas is attracting increasing interest 
and new stimulus has been imparted 
to wild catting operations. The pro- 
duction of the field has been increased 
to more than 10,000 barrels a day from 
forty-six wells, an average of nearly 
220 barrels per well. 


Refined and Products, 


While the holiday tends to 
exercise its usually slackening influ- 
ence on trading in the illuminant prod- 
uct, the volume of current business 
compares favorable with the average 
of recent seasons and the close of the 
month promises to bring the year’s 
total materially in excess of the ag- 
gregate for the two previous years, 
According to government statistics, the 
totals of exports for the eleven months 
of the current year surpass those of the 
previous twelve months, both from the 
local and all of the classified ports of 
the country. The November record of 
exports shows a decline as compared 
with October, as well as with Novem- 
ber, 1910. Last month they reached 
65,463,341 gallons as the country’s ag- 
gregate, while in October there were 
88,779,690 gallons, and in November, 
last year, 74,741,246 gallons. Eleven 
months’ totals follow:

Lubricating Oils. 


General trading in the lubricants 
continues to reflect the influence of the 
season and the only event to vary the 
monotony of the market is the receipt 
of advance government statistics of 
exports for November. These armount-

the week shows little change from former 
weeks’ development. The week in review has 
been a most expensive one, owing to the heavy 
rains which covered all the fields to a large 
extent, making the highways muddy and in 
such shape that but little work could be done 
in the way of moving the drilling machines, 
rig material, boiler and engines and other 
appliances utilized in the completion of the 
wells, Work would naturally show a decline 
at this season of the year, as most of the 
oil men not residing in the fields have gone 
to their homes for the holidays, 

The changes being made in the oil business 
since the dissolution of the Standard Oil 
Company are upsetting the old tradition of the 
industry. There has been so many accommo- 
dations that the public could receive from 
the Standard Oil subsidaries, and this custom 
has grown with the producers and they have 
come to rely upon these accommodations so 
afforded that the sudden change will be an 
unpleasant feature of the new order. This 
is more noticeable in the purchasing of oil, 
for before the change all oil was purchased 
by the Seep Agency, now it is so split up that 
one hardly knows how to meet the new situa- 
tion. Heretofore a producer could go to any 
of the Seep offices and dispose of his credit 
balances. An operator in New York could go 
to the agency there and secure a check within 
a short period for his credit balances in I)li- 
nois, Oklahoma or any other field, but the 
change has made things different. An oil 
producer in New York who holds production 
in Illinois may sell his oil to whom he wishes, 
but if sold to the Ohio Oil Company he must 
make the sale through the Marshall or Robin- 
son, Illinois, offices of that company. In the 
Ohio and Indiana fields, the sales are made 
through the offices of the Ohio Oil Company, 
at Lima, or the headquarters at Findlay, Ohio. 
To live up to the decree of the court a pro- 
ducer living in any of the States where buy- 
ing offices are located must sell his oil in 
the office in the State in which it is produced. 
Oil operators residing in Pennsylvania, South- 
ern New York, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Tennessee all must comply with this decree 
of the court, and thereby thange the familiar 
relations which they formerly had with agents 
of the Seep Purchasing Agency, 

The pipe line system remains, but all mes- 
sages must be confined to the movement of oil 
in the lines, as social and commercial tele- 
grams are no longer permitted. 

According to latest advices all oil under 
the Pennsylvania grade will be purchased by 
the South Penn Oil Company. The offices for 
the purchasing of oil by this company in 
Pennsylvania will be at Washington, Pitts- 
burgh, Knox, McDonald, Butler, Chicora, 
Emlenton, Warren, Bradford, Tidiout, Oil 
City and Titusville, with branch offices at 
Marietta, Ohio; Sisterville, Parkersburg and 
Mannington, W. Va.; Stubenville, Ohio, and 
Olean, N. Y. Lima oil at Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana will be purchased by the Ohio 
Oil Company, at Findlay and Lima Ohio, and 
the Illinois product by the Ohio Oil Company, 
at Marshall and Robinson, 111] 

The pipe line system in the 
east of the Mississippi River as 
divided into four groups.

supply and demand is figured closely. 

A number of oil people are rushing to the 
more northern territory in Western Canada, 
with the idea that large oil producing areas 
will be found in that country. The drill has 
already shown the fact that an abundance 
of gas has already been found in Western 
Saskatchewan, Southern and Nerthern Al- 
berta, During the week a company at Cal- 
gary, the capital of Alberta, ordered about 
300 miles of pipe for a pipe line from the 
immense gas fields near Medicine Hat and 
Moose Jaw, to Ca ry, and there is some talk 
of the line extending to McLeod, to the south 
of Calgary. Extensive development work will 
be done along the Saskatchewan River in 
Northern Alberta, around Edmonton, for nat- 
ural gas. This product has been found about 
150 miles to the north of Edmonton, at Atha- 
basca Landing, on the old Hudson Bay trail. 
Prospects will also be made for oil. The 
Pincher Creek district, in Southern Alberta, 
while not active at this time, is destined for 
an active season the coming year, when ad- 
ditional wells will be sunk and a new re- 
fining plant will be installed. 
The Illinois fields are getting 
over, and the oil men from that State are 
going to Texas, Wyoming, labama, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, with the prospects in 
Western Kentucky. Oii in abundance is 
known to exist in Wyoming, but the expense 
of operating and the getting of the oil to 
market is the fault found with that country, 
otherwise it would have been an active field 
a number of years ago, or long before the 
Oklahoma fields were known. 
The leading feature in the 
is the Central Ohio gas area 
ing some fine looking oil 
field of importance, being in Wayne county, 
near Wooster, in the northern part of the 
field, and far removed from production.

Most of 
the acreage has been leased by the large gas 
companies, and while there is some acreage 
yet unleased, the time will only be short 
when not an acre can be found unleased; even 
town lots are coming in vogue and good round 
bonus prices are being demanded by the 
owners.

shows that there is nothing lying outside the 
present defined territory that looks promising 
enough to drill, Since the Carlyle and Sando- 
val pools have been pretty well developed there 
is nothing left but a few locations in each and 
the territory that remains inside in the deep 
sand fields of Lawrence county, and a few 
eations in Crawford and Clark counties. 
The fact that many operators are leaving 
for the more Western fields shows that little 
remains to attract them to remain in Illinois. 
Possibly small producing pools will be found in 
the western section of the State as well as in 
the southern section.

On the same conference was 
held recently, Mr. Homan, head of a depart- 
ment in the ministry, presiding.

happen to exist among the eocene horizons 
now partly dented.

Yellows.—Chrome yellow is the 
most in demand in this group, not only 
because it is used direct in very large 
quantities, but because it also finds its 
Way, to a large extent, into other colors, 
for instaice, chrome green, For the 
preparation ef chrome yeilows the lead 
salt used, as a rule, is lead acetate (sugar 
of leaad) and aiumina sulphate to pre- 
cipitate lead sulphate, to which is some- 
times added a portion of calcined soda. 
While bichromate of potash was turmerly 
used very largely in the manufacture of 
chrome yellows, it has, of late years, 
been supplanted by the lower-priced 
bichromate of Lead ulphate,

When it is desired to 
chemically pure chrome yellow in 
most economical way it is best to 
pare the lead acetate, instead of pur- 
chasing it in the dry form. This may be 
done as foliows:—In a strong precipita- 
tion tank, or in a large copper kettle in 
which a portion of not water has 
placed, the required quantity of litharg: 
is sifted and the whole brought te a boil, 
then while agitating the mass the speci- 
fiel quantity of acetic acid is added in 
portions. After ell the acetic acid is in 
the mass is stirred fifteen minutes longer, 
by which time all of litharge is 
usually dissolved. For i work it is 
necessary to have proper vents, so that 
the vapors may escape freely without in- 
jury to the heaith of the operators. The 
solution is then permitted to stand for a 
time, in order that impurities may settle 
out and that it may cool off before it is 
drawn off for , and sometimes it is 
recessary to strain or even filter it be- 
fore the bichromate of soda is added, in 
order to produce a clean color. 

When working this process equa] por- 
tions by weight of litharge and acetic 
ecid of 55 per cent. should be figured on. 
When acetic acid of lower or higher per- 
centage is used the weight of litharge 
must be changed accordingly. Crystal- 
lized lead ucetite (sugar of lead), as a 
rule, cor sts of 58.95 per cent. lead oxide, 
26.84 per cent. acetic acid and 14.21 per 
cent. water. Theoreticaily, it requires 
parts by weight of sodium bichromate to 
precipitate 100 parts by weight of lead 
acetate in solution. These figures may 
vary at times, when sugar of lead of very 
fine grain is used, which, as a rule, con- 
tains more uncombined water, thai 
the percentage of lead acetate is lower. 
On the other hand, it may also happen 
that the usual 6S per cent. of chromic 
acid in the sodium bichromate is 
present in some deliveries, 
Gcperator may be deceived in his figures. 
It must be stated that the figures far 
given are calculated to produce only dark 
shades of chrome yellow, hence it is 
necessary, in order to obtain lights 
shades, to precipitate the lead solution 
with the help of other chemicais, in addi- 
tion to the chromic acid solution. 

Best adapted for this function is 
phurie acid or its salts. By their addi- 
tion lead sulphate is precipitated, alo! 
with ihe lead chromate, or rather ! 
combination with the latter, which causes 
the resulting chrome yellow to become 
more or lighter in shade, according 
to the quantity of sulphuric acid its 
salts used. It is not simply a question of 
using these additiors, but how and in 
what proportions they must he used, 
it is not a substitu@ion of one materia 
for the other by weight, but it must 
figured what relative positions the 
phuric acid or its hold to 
chromic acid salt towards enabling 
to produce certain changes in the 
of lead solution.

When calcined or caustic soda is used, 
Which, however, is the case only in pro- 
ducing the deep orange chromes, for 
Whieh the demand is rather limited, these 
soda soiutions are added mostly after the 
chromate solution has been run into the 
striking vat, and always cold, the colder 
the better. The process of preparing 
orange echromes is based on the use of 
has iead lutions with solutions of bi- 
chromate of soda or potash, preferably 
the former, because lower in cost. The 
deep orange color is due to the use of 
alkalies and heat in the striking of the 
color, and to produce it in the most eco- 
nomical manner prepare a sugar of lead 
solution, as given below, in a _ general 
way for the making of chrome yellow. 
For a quantity of solution that contains 
1} pounds of normal lead acetate make 
: solution containing 35 pounds of so- 
dium bichromate and another containing 
9 pounds caust soda of 77 per cent., or 
in place of this 12 pounds caustic soda 60 
per cent. Run the lead solution in the 
striking vat, then add the chromate solu- 
tion and allow the precipitated lead 
chromates to settle. Draw off the clear 
top liquor and run in the caustic soda 
solution, Stir the mixture and boil from 
thirty minutes to one hour, keeping it 
well stirred to develop the shade; then 
allow to settle. Run off the top liquor, 
1dd fresh water, stir well and let settle. 
Repeat these washings until the clear 
liquor shows no more yellow. coloring. 
Then, after the color has settled, run the 
pulp into the filter press and remove as 
much of the water as is required to make 
the pulp of the required percentage of 
color desired, 

Another method to give a similar re- 
sult is to dissolve 1% pounds sugar of 
lead in water or to use the lead acetate 
solution referred to above of the proper 
streneth in one tank and 30 pounds 
sodium bichromate and 20 pounds sodium 
sulphate (Gilauber’s salt) in another tank. 
When solution is perfect run the two into 
striking vat and in a tub have 10 
pounds of quick lime well slaked and 
mixed as thin as cream with water. Run 
this through a sieve on top of the chro- 
mate of lead precipitate in the vat. stir 
continuously while boiling for one hour, 
allow to settle, run off top liquor and 
proceed as above.

several good reasons for adding ex- 
tenders in the wet way at the time of 
striking the batch. One reason is that, 
When the color is desired in the pulp 
form, it would mean double work and 
the other is, that when the extender is 
mixed in the dry form with the chrome, 
the resuiting product would not appear 
as sharp and clear in tone. The sub- 
stratum or extender of whatever nature 
it may be is added mixed with water 
during the striking of the batch, as has 
been described in the case of the orange 
chrome formula. 

While the acetate yellows are lower in 
and consequently in selling price, 
are very seldom as permanent to 
light or as durable on exposure 
nitrate of lead chromes and this 
is especially true of the light and me- 
dium shades. Hence the discriminating 
paint manufacturer as well as the paint- 
er and decorator will prefer the nitrate 
of lead chrome yellows. 

The following description 
ess of manufacture and 
give a fair exhibit of the 
of these more permanent and cleaner 
toned vellows:—In a color works, where 
white iead (lead carbonate) is readily ob- 
tainable in the pulp form, a pale lemon 
chrome of good permanence may be pro- 
duced by dissolving 100 pounds lead 
nitrate in the striking vat. with about 
150 gallons of cold water, then washing 
30 pounds white lead (dry weight) in 
pulp through a sieve into the tank. Dis- 
solve together in the dissolving vat 25 
pounds of sodium bichromate, 35 pounds 
soda crystals and 40 pounds of sulphate 
of magnesia (Epsom salt) in 150 gallons 
of hot water, let cool and run into the 
striking vat while stirring. Wash until 
clean, filter press and dry, as_ outlined 
above. The product from this ‘batch 
sheuld vield 130 pounds dry pigment, pos- 
sibly a few pounds more. 

Another method is the acid process, but 
this requires more time for washing as 
well as more care. In this method 140 
pounds lead nitrate is dissolved in the 
striking vat in 180 gallons cold water, 
then 9) pounds white lead (by weight) 
in pulp form are washed through a sieve 
into the vat. In the dissolving vat 8&4 
pounds of sodium bichromate are dis- 
solved in 40 gallons of cold water, to 
which is then added 30 pounds of sul- 
phurie acid 66 degrees Be. The acid will 
warm up the bichromate solution, which 
must be permitted to cool some, then run 
into the striking vat while being well 
stirred. Wash until clean and. until 
liquor is free from acid reaction, then 
filter press and dry as noted above. 
Product in this bateh yields about 220 
pounds. 

A medium chrome yellow of the ni- 
trate of lead type is made by dissolving, 
say 150 pounds of lead nitrate in the 
striking vat, using about 200 gallons cold 
water, then dissolving in the dissolving 
vat 69 pounds sodium bichromate and 69 
povnds soda crystals together in 150 gal- 
lons of hot water, allowing it to cool 
some and then running it in on the lead 
nitrate solution while stirring. Proceed 
same as in the making of lemon chrome 
yellow. Product about 145 pounds. 

Tf a paler, less sharp medium 
is desirable. follow the same method, 
but use, with the 150 nounds lead _ ni- 
trate, 30 pounds white lead. and reduce 
the sodium bichromate to 54 pounds and 
the weight of the soda crystals to 13% 
ynounds, also the auantity of water in 
the hichromate solution to 100 gallons. 
Finish in the same way as in nprevious 
formula, Resulting product about 170 
pounds of dry pigment. 

The best method to obtain a good warm 
shade of orange chrome that is very 
nermanent is to make a medium chrome 
yellow by the lead nitrate process, then 
change the color by the addition of 
quick lime and boiling. 

A sharp orange tone is obtained by this 
formula:—Dissolve in the striking vat, if 
it is wrovided with steam coil, if not 
in another vat. that has such provision, 
169 pounds lead nitrate in about 200 gal- 
lons of water. In another vat dissolve 
109 pounds sodium bichromates and 40 
pounds soda crystals in 100 gallons of 
hot water. When dissolved mix the two 
so'ntions in the tank provided with steam 
coil, In the meantime have slaked 19 
pounds auick lime. thinned with water to 
consistency of thin cream. nut this 
through a fairly fine sieve, adding it to 
the precinitate formed by the two solu-

Saturday Noon, Dec. 23, 1911. 


The general market has been of a 
wholly seasonable character during the 
week and there seems to have been little 
occasion for developments of particu- 
lar significance. Opium maintained its 
firm status, without further price vari- 
ation and there was no _ material 
change in foreign conditions. Codeine 
responded to the recent sharp advance 
in opium. Quinine was rather an un- 
eventful market and there was noth- 
ing to alter the general statistical situ- 
ation. The advance in pyrogallic was 
attributed to the force of the basic ma- 
terial, There was an easier tone to 
codliver oil on the disappointing extent 
of the demand. C. P. glycerine reflect- 
ed a steadier tendency with several re- 
finers naming higher prices. A de- 
cline in glucose and grape sugar early 
in the week was counterbalanced by an 
advance at the close. Competition 
brought Chinese cantharides and small 
flake manna to a lower level. Guar- 
ana was easier on dull trading. The 
market for menthol was more or less 
nominal and there is little doubt that 
a realization policy is more freely prac- 
ticed. Elm bark was in firmer tend- 
ency for select. New condurango bark 
was offered at a slightly easier basis. 
Clove oil was available at a lower 
range under the spice influence. Scarc- 
ity brought South American petit 
grain oil to a higher level. New crop 
short buchu is backward this season, 
no offers for shipment having been 
traced in the trade. Good sales of 
- lobelia best resulted in firmer prices 
in some quarters. Jalap is lower on 
the continued backwardness of the de- 
mand and crop reports indicate a large 
outturn. Mexican sarsaparilla is 
slightly firmer on light stocks. Cut 
althea root remains almost out of the 
market. Sales of burdock were report- 
ed at an advance. Celery seed has 
yielded further to the sharpness of 
competition, while arrivals tended 
large German fennel seed in buyers’ 
favor. Japan wax attracted more at- 
tention on news of a significant char- 
acter from the primary quarter. The 
week’s changes follow:—

The course of the market over the 
interval has been tame in comparison 
with the lively events of the previous 
week, within which advances aggre- 
gating 50c. were scored. There has 
been no variation in quotations during 
the last few days, $8.50@8.60 still ruling 
for cases, with jobbing parcels held 
at $8.55@8.65. For powdered and gran- 
ulated $10 seems to be more generally 
maintained. The latter is in short 
supply and some of the principal deal- 
ers are unable to offer for prompt de- 
livery. The market has shown com- 
paratively little animation at _ the 
sharp advance, and practically nothing 
beyond jobbing proportions is receiv- 
ing attention. There has been a lull 
in primary advices of a _ significant 
character, but this absence of news 
is accounted for by the holiday sea- 
son. Continued firmness apparently 
characterizes the situation abroad, late 
quotations naming 30s. for eleven per 
cent. to 36s. for eleven and three quar- 
ters per cent.

The arrivals amount to 983 cases, 
4,044 at the same date last year. 

Quinine. 

The market seems to have settled into 
a more or less routine position during 
the week, although seasonable require- 
ments have comprised generally satis- 
factory proportions. There has been 
nothing to invest the situation with 
new character and under the present 
conditions there is little to inspire con- 
fidence in any variation in quotations. 
The only item of foreign origin within 
the interval was the news of the bark 
shipments trom Java to Europe for the 
first half of the month, 608,000 Dutch 
pounds, as compared with 344,000 and 
014,000 pounds for the same time in 
1910 and 1909, respectively. 

Our Amsterdam correspondent writes 
as follows on the details of the recent 
American bark auction:— 

Amsterdam, Dec. 8, 1911. 

The bark auction yesterday consisted of 
11,337 bales and 611 cases, or about 1,035,759 
kilos of Java cinchona bark, containing 68,512 
kilos of quinine. Of this quantity 940,902 kilos 
were of manutacturing bark, with 65,574 kilos 
of quinine, and 88,857 kilos were of druggists’ 
bark, with 2,938 kilos of quinine. The aver- 
age percentage of the manufacturing bark was 
6.93, as against 6.68 at the previous sale and 
against 6.38 as the average for 1910.

Beans. 

The Mexican situation continues to 
hold the center of interest in the vanilla 
market, and late advices from primary 
quarters indicate the same buoyant 
views of curers as to new beans, Oper- 
ations in Mexico are believed to have 
reached their keenest stage, leaving 
comparatively a small proportion of 
beans in growers’ hands. No definite 
news regarding the extent of the crop 
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has yet been received. Some of the 
estimates place it quite below - last 
year’s outturn, while others reckon it 
a fairly full production. Reports: in 
the percentage of cuts are more at 
variance. A large proportion of cuts 
has been engaged for the local mar- 
ket and sales of good proportions have 
been reported for consuming account. 
One of the late transactions comprised 
3,100 pounds for a manufacturing re- 
quirement at $3.75 for prompt delivery 
on arrival. <A leading jobbing house 
has received five cases of new cuts 
during the week and other lots are 
due shortly. There is little doubt that 
the new cuts will find a ready outlet 
into consuming channels, as the most 
advantageous purchase the market is 
likely to afford for a considerable time. 
Prospects for whole beans are at this 
time more involved. The prices at 
which curers have bought green beans 
have been regarded in local quarters 
as extreme, and the cost of the cured 
goods in Mexico is placed in excess of 
the parity at which old beans are ob- 
tainable on spot. The possibility of a 
$5 market for new beans to the con- 
suming trade is mentioned as a rea- 
sonable result of recent developments, 
but at this level dealers will find little 
incentive to enter into any engage- 
ments of moment, and buying to feel 
their way will undoubtedly be the rule 
from the present outlook. A rumor of 
snow in the vanilla districts in Mexico 
was current in the local trade about a 
month ago, but lacking confirmation 
no reference was made to it in these 
columns. Apparently in line with this 
report now comes news from a credible 
source in Papantla that there was a 
slight fall of hail there late in Novem- 
ber, with probable damage to the va- 
nilla vines on the slopes. 


There is no appreciable change in the 
Bourbon situation, every condition 
seeming to contribute continued 
strength to the market, For head and 
tail lots, 424,@44 francs per kilo is 
named. On this basis the cost to im- 
port is so much beyond the parity of 
new Mexican cuts that operations in 
Bourbons for local account are prac- 
tically at a standstill. The arrival 
from the producing islands at Mar- 
seilles of December 15 amounted to 148 
cases, as against 170 cases at the same 
time last year. The total so far this 
Season reaches 1,159 cases, compared 
with 1,610 cases for the corresponding 
period last year. Receipts of Bourbons 
from France here during the week were 
51 cases, comprising seconds to infe- 
riors, to one of the leading importers, 
Nearly all of the goods were reported 
sold at $4 for the upper and $3.75 for 
the lower end.

Oil of Lemon.—Some Httle interest continues 
to be apparent for prompt goods, owing either 
to consumers running short or to buyers being 
anxious to secure small quantities of early new 
crop oil. The market could therefore be easily 
maintained by sellers at a higher level than 
for new crop delivery early next year. For 
new crop, shipments January and forward, the 
same uncertain and intensely speculative po- 
sition continues to handicap business and to 
make forecasts a matter of guessing rather 
than of reasoning. As long as the pressing 
season is not in full swing it is impossible to 
have a clear insight into the actual state of 
affairs, which are for the present influenced by 
conflicting interests. 

Oil of Orange.—The demand from abroad 
continues quiet, but prices have not eased off 
any further this week, and the market remains 
unchanged and possibly a little firmer than we 
quoted last.

Industrial 
Advices from many ustrié 
quarters are along more optimistic 
lines than noted earlier in the month 
and the feeling in the business world 
is also decidedly more cheerful. The 
improvement can be traced almost di- 
rectly to the metal trade, and this is 
probably the best barometer for gaug- 
ing industrial conditions. Recent re- 
ductions in the price of iron and steel 
have quickly stimulated the inquiry, 
and it is stated that orders have been 
placed at a rate appreciably above the 
maximum capacity. In copper, the 
market has advanced to l4c. per pound, 
and it is reported that surplus stocks 
have been materially reduced. The 
strength that has developed in the 
metal trade is bound to be reflected in 
other allied industries, for it requires 
only a pronounced buying movement to 
effect the commercial world generally. 
Reports from the coal region are not 
entirely satisfactory. After some ac- 
tivity there has been a slump in the 
coal business, which seems to indicate 
that the revival in the demand has 
been rather easily satisfied. Possibly 
the exceptionally mild winter so far is 
a sufficient reason for the falling off 
in coal trade. Stocks of merchandise 
being carried are low, as consumers 
have been deferring necessary orders, 
because of hope for still lower prices. 
Production in most branches of manu- 
facture has been adjusted to meet the 
hand-to-mouth character of demand; 
underlying trade conditions should 
therefore be in a healthy state, Con- 
gress has done little of importance 
during the month. Presidential pos- 
sibilities are beginning to crystalize, 
and the year, which causes so much 
excitement, uncertainty and unrest is 
practically here. 

Time money is quoted at 4@4% per 
eent. for six months. Call money on 
the Stock Exchange has ranged from 
3@4 per cent., Friday's close being at 
3 per cent. The better grades of mer- 
cantile paper are held at 44@4% per 
cent. for sixty days and 4%4@4% per 
cent. for six months. Sterling ex- 
change rates for actual business were 
$4.8620@4.8635 for demand bills. Bar 
silver was quoted at 544c. and Mexican 
dollars at 46@48'%c. 

The securities market 
upward course and transactions 
fairly heavy with activity well 
tributed. The industrials as a 
were decidedly firm and many 
substantial advances. American 
ricultural Chemical, National 
and American Cotton Oil were 
the strongest issues. 

The large percentage of cash business 
of the American Soda Fountain Co. 
during the past year has resulted in 
giving the concern ample working ca- 
pital to increase its business during 
the coming year without resort to bor- 
rowing from the banks, and it is rea- 
sonable to expect that at the end of 
our present fiscal year a satisfactory 
profit will be shown. As was stated 
in the treasurer’s report of last year, 
unless the present capital stock is re- 
duced it will be impossible to pay di- 
vidends, though earned, until the pre- 
sent nominal capital stock is made 
good. 

Annual meeting of the Prairie Oil & 
Gas Co., a subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil Co., at Independence, Kan., was 
adjourned for lack of a quorum until 
January 15. Stockholders of record De- 
cember 15 will be entitled to vote. 

Indications are that the 1911 fiscal 
year of the E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
Powder Co., which closes with this 
month, will prove even better from an 
earning standpoint than 1910, which 
achieved a record with $4,768,835, or 
16.21 per cent. earned on the common 
stock. Operations for the first nine 
months of the closing season 
earnings at 2u annual rate of 17.41 per 
cent. Argument in the Government’s 
anti-trust suit against the corporation 
has been again postponed and will not 
come up until January 15. Its out- 
come is naturally a matter of con- 
jecture only, but in the meantime ex- 
cellent business is being done.

FROST. 

In those parts of the South where valuable 
fruit groves have frequently been lost by sud- 
den frosts, the first question raised is, ‘‘What 
will frost do to a camphor plantation?’ If 
the temperature falls below 15 degrees F. or 
eccurs when the trees are in a growing con- 
dition, the smaller branches will be_ killed. 
During the freeze of 1895 in Florida many 
trees were killed to the ground, but this was 
due to the fact that the freeze came when the 
trees were in a growing condition. In Decem- 
ber, 1909, there were in the nurseries of the 
Department of Agriculture at Orange City, 
Fla., 30,000 trees one and two years old. 
These withstood a temperature of 16 degrees 
F. for three consecutive nights and suffered 
but slight injury. If, however, a plantation 
of camphor hedges should be killed to the 
ground they will renew themselves from the 
roots in one year. Experiments have been 
made in cutting down trees six to ten years 
old, and in all cases they have made a growth 
of six to ten feet the first year. The deadwood 
from frozen trees contains sufficient camphor 
to pay for working up, and the killing of trees 
to the ground would not even necessitate the 
shutting down of the distilling plant. 

FUTURE OUTLOOK. 

In many parts of the South, 
Florida, there are large areas of light sandy 
land not well suited to general farming. This 
land can be secured at a2 low price and there 
{is every indication that camphor growing on 
this land can be made a commercial success.

These experiments were conducted under 
the directicn of the Road Board of Great 
Britain and deals with practically every 
kind of road surfacing material and the 
relative cost thereof. 

It is shown in this report that 
vestigation by the Road Board 
that the increased heavy traffic, 
sult of the use of motors in 
cities and on country roads, makes it 
necessary to determine the best class of 
road surfacing material. It was found by 
the experiments that the most serviceable 
material, that would stand wear and tear 
of motor tzaffic, such as exists in the busy 
centers of London, is the ordinary wood 
paving and asphalt, the cost of which in 
London markets is $2.92 per yard. It is 
also stated that on the authority of the 
official surveyor at Hammersmith, one of 
the important sections of London, creo- 
soted deal is the best road surfacing for 
heavy traflic. The creosoted plank, it ap- 
pears, compared with macadam costs a 
much heavier outlay, being $2.40 to $2.92 
per vard, as against 36 cents. “On the 
other hand, the former lasts ten to twelve 
years, while the life of macadam does not 
exceed one year.”’

Mr. Waters states that, in a paper in 
bulletin 7, of the Bureau of Standards, ne 
called attention to the fact that two 
straight mineral oils under investigation 
yielded more ‘‘carbonized’’ matter, insolu- 
ble in petroleum ether, when they were 
heated in brass tubes than when they 
were heated in glass tubes of the same 
dimensions. The reverse was true of a 
third oil having a saponification number 
indicating the presence of 0.5 per cent. of 
fatty oil. This naturally suggested the 
advisability of determining the amount of 
carbonization of a straight mineral oil 
and of the same oil with known amounts 
of other constituents, such as lard oil, 
rosin oil, tallow, ete., added. 

In his discussion of results Mr. Waters 
States that, in considering the percentages 
of insoluble obtained on heating any 
given sample of oil, it is evident that 
there are causes of variation that may or 
may not be capable of elimination. An 
electrically heated bath is now being 
made to obviate air currents as a source 
of variation and also irregular heating. 
There is no apparent connection, he 
states, between the amounts of insoluble, 
evaporation and ‘‘varnish.”’ As to cata- 
lytic action, influencing the amount of in- 
soluble, which was hinted at in this 
earlier paper, a tabulation of the present 
resnuits fails to give any certain evidence 
of it. 

He states also that the addition of 
various oils and other substances to a 
straight mineral oil affects the amount of 
carbonization, as measured by the per- 
centage of precipitate thrown out by 
petroleum ether, in various ways. The 
addition of a small amount of ferric oxide 
to a straight mineral oil greatly increased 
the amount of carbonized matter formed. 
It is not impossible that the fine metallic 
powder resulting from the wearing of the 
piston and cylinder walls may become 
oxidized and then further the carboniza- 
tion of the lubricant. 

He then advises as to the avoidance of 
lubricants. He warns against the conclu- 
sion, from the low results obtained with 
mixtures containing tallow, lard oil, etc., 
that the addition of these oils is to be 
recommended. The presence of the fatty 
acids resulting from the decomposition of 
the oils may greatly increase the corro- 
sion of the cylinder and in actual prac- 
tice cause as much carbonization as the 
direct addition of ferric oxide would do. 
Mr. Waters intends in the near future to 
make a series of determinations by heat- 
ing the mixtures with polished strips of 
fron, brass and others metals.

In a statement just 
partment of Agricuiture reg 
uses of wood turpentine, Which 
ed to accompany the bulletin 
week regarding distillation of woods, and 
especially the production of wood turpel- 
tine, it said by Secretary Wilson that 
trom the waste woods, such tops, 
stumps, and sawdust, dead and 
down timber from fires, storms, ete., Con- 
stitute one of the great undeveloped re- 
sources of the country. The Secretary 
says:—‘From this waste wood the entire 
output of Naval stores, embracing tur- 
pentine, rosin, tars, pitch, rosin spirits, 
and iosin oils, having an annual value of 
at least $30,000,000, may be obtained with- 
out boxing or turpentining a single tree.” 

Further in regard to this subject, the 
statement just issued by the department 
says that “it was not Secretary Wilson’s 
purpose to discuss the details of equipment 
or technique of the various processes by 
which this utilization of the waste wood 
can be achieved. as it is a comparatively 
simple probiem tor the experienced chem- 
ical engineer, but to emphasize the im- 
portance of saving the waste, if we intend 
to conserve the growing timber without 
reducing the present tremendous use of 
our forest products.”’ 

“Our scientists,’’ said the Secretary, 
“have been doing experimental work and 
have collected intormation which leave 10 
doubt that wood turpentine can be re- 
fined as to be made to correspond c.osely 
with genuine spirits in all those properties 
by which the suitability of turpentine, as 
a paint and varnish thinner, is judged. 
Wceod turpentine which has been refined 
so ag to free it from heavy oils can be 
used in well-ventilated places without se- 
rious inconvenience to workmen and is a 
suitable paint and varnish material, ex- 
cept possibly for the highest grade var- 
rishes; and it may be employed even for 
these purposes without detriment to the 
paint or varnish.”’ The report says fur-

The 
supplying the increasing demand 
has increased during the past 
years, owing to the rapid decrease the sup- 
ply of live pine timber suitable for even the 
most advanced system of turpentine orcharding 
and has turned the attention of business men 
and inventors to devising and exploiting ap- 
paratus and processes for the recovery of the 
turpentine from the waste coniferous lumber. 

The Secretary referred to the census reports 
which shows that the production of gum spirits 
of turpentine in this country is on the decline, 
38,500,000 gallons produced ir 1900 being worth 
$14,960,235 and the 29,000,000 gallons in the 
year 1909 bringing $12,654,000, and stated that 
according to the best estimates the output of 
our mills is 16,000,000,000 board feet of south- 
ern pine, Douglas fir and Western pine; and 
there is at least half that amount of waste at 
the mill and in the forest, or approximately 
8,000,009 cords of wood available for the re- 
covery of turpentine and resin, the manufacture 
of paper, etc., from which an average of three 
gallons per cord may be secured, or nearly as 
much as the entire output of turpentine in 
1909, 

The department has also 
cently a monograph on wood 
its production, refining properties and 
uses. This monograph is prepared by E. 
P. Veitch and M. G. Donk of the bureau. 

In discussing the subject of wood tur- 
pentine, as viewed from the standpoint 
of experiments by the department, the 
various methods otf production by distilla- 
tion and extraction with solvents, and the 
refining of wood turpentine and wood oils 
are presented at some length. An ac- 
count is also given of the equipment re- 
quired for the manufacture of wood tur- 
pentine and the cost of production, va- 
rious methods of refining turpentine, and 
the uses in varnish and paint experiments, 
including coach-finishing varnishes, piano- 
rubbing varnishes and _ piano-finishing 
varnishes. 

Regarding the cost of producing 
turpentine, this report says:— 

The cost of producing wood turpentine varies 
greatly in different plants and is dependent on 
the cost and quality of the wood obtainable 
for the distillation, the cost of operating and 
managing the plant, depreciation of the plant 
and interest on the investment, The cost of 
wood, according to information collected by 
the bureau, varies from $1.50 to per cord 
for what is known as “‘lightwood, delivered 
at the works. This charge is made up chiefly 
of the cost of gathering, hauling and freight, 
the wood in the forest costing very little—from 
15 cents to 75 cents per cord being a fair 
valuation While it is the aim of the distiller 
to use only wood rich in turpentine and 
rosin, it is often difficult to get this, particu- 
larly when the wood delivered at the works 
or at the railroad on contract, as the contractor 
does not as air e exercise much care in se- 
lecting the best ichest wood Better wood 
is undoubtedly obtained when it is selected and 
gathered by ! tiller own and, 
furthermor t of hauling and handling 
is not a rule as when it is done 
by contract ost of waste wood a 
lumber mil much 1 robably not 
more than $1.50 per cord . 


SHOULD COMPLY WITH Cl 
TESTS. 
Regarding the standards of quality sus 
gested by the bureau, this report says: 
Since wood turpentine is used f 
for gum spirits of turpentine it uld 
with the customary tests applied to gum 
to determine its suitability for this purpose 
also with specifications for gum spirits. 
Three grades have been suggested by this 
bureau for gum spirits, and there appears to 
be no reason why wood turpentine should not 
be graded in the same way and comply with 
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the These specifications 
are 

“Standard or No. 1 turpentine should have 
a specific gravity at 20 degrees C. of from 
0.862 to 0.870; a refractive index at 20 degrees 
Cc. of from 1.468 to 1.476; 95 per cent. should 
distill below 170 degrees C., and a layer of not 
less than 200 mm. should be required to equal 
in color the Lovibond yellow glass No. 1. On 
polymerization with 388 normal sulphuric acid 
the residue should not exceed 1 per cent., 
should be reddish in color and viscous, and its 
refractive index at 20 degrees C. should be 
from 1.500 to 1.520. An unadulterated turpen 
tine which does not agree with these require- 
ments may properly be regarded as not of 
standard or No. 1 quality.

Wood turpentine that complies with the spe- 
cifications for No. 1 and No. 2 turpentines will 
have but little objectionable odor, and it is 
believed will meet all reasonable technical re- 
quirements for paint and varnish thinners, ex- 
cept possibly those for varnishes of the highest 
grade, 

In closing this monograph the authors 
make the following comment regarding 
the value of wood turpentines as paint 
and varnish thinners:— 

The experimental work wnich has been done 
and the information that has been collected 
leave no doubt that wood turpentine, both 
destructive and steam distilled, can, by care- 
ful refining, be made to correspond closely 
with gum spirits in all those properties by 
which the suitabiilty of turpentine, as a paint 
and varnish thinner, is judged. The wood tur- 
pentine that contains no product of destructive 
distillation and is free from heavy oils differs 
very slightly in odor from gum spirits, and but 
little, if any, objection can be raised to the 
technical use of well-refined wood turpentine on 
this account. It may be used in well-ventilated 
places without serious inconvenience to the 
workmen, Well-refined wood turpentine is a 
suitable paint and varnish material, except 
possibly for the highest grade varnishes; and 
it may be employed for these purposes without 
detriment to the paint or varnish.

There are 791 establishments engaged in 
the manufacture of paint and varnish in 
the United States, according to the 1909 
returns, against 639 five years before, or a 
gain of 24 per cent. These facts and a 
multitude ot detailed statistics regarding 
the paint and varnish manufacture has 
just been made public by the Bureau of 
the Census, 

The more striking features of this re- 
port include the increase of 38 per cent. 
in capital invested with a total at the end 
of the census year of $13,995,000. The 
Value of the products of the plants has 
increased 3/ per cent., with a total for 
the census year of $124,889,000, 

In making public these figures the di- 
rector of the census says that the reports 
as to paints and varnishes inc,ude the 
principal products by kinds and quantity, 
but does not include pigments ground in 
establishments classified as kaolin and 
ground earths, or the blacks made by es- 
tablishments reporting bone, carbon and 
lamp black as chief products, or the lead 
and zinc oxides made by lead and zine 
smelters. 

The bulletin shows increases in all the 
items at the census of 1909, as compared 
with 1904. 

The number of establishments increased 
24 per cent., capital invested 38 per cent., 
the gross value of products 37 per cent., 
cost of materials 82 per cent., value added 
by manufacture 48 per cent., average 
number of salaried officials and clerks 63 
per cent., amount paid in salaries 83 per 
cent., miscellaneous expenses 40 per cent., 
primary horsepower 36 per cent. 

The capital invested as reported in 1909 
was $103,995,000, a gain of $28,509,000, or 38 
per cent., Over $75,486,000 in 1904. "The aver- 
age capital per establishment was ap- 
vroximately $131,000 in 1909 and $118,000 1a 
1994. The report says:— 

The value of products was 
1909 and $90,840,000 in 1904, an increase 

4,049,000, or 37 per cent. The average 
establishment was approximately $15s,0u0 
1909 and $142,000 in 1904. 

The. cost of materials used wos $79,016,000 in 
1909, as against $59,827,000 in 1904, an in 
crease of $19,180,000, or 32 per cent. 

The value added by manufacture wags 
873,000 in 1909 and $31,013,000 in 1904, 
increase of $14,860,000, or 48 per cent.

The value added by manufacture represents the 
difference between the cost of materials used 
and the value of products after the manufac- 
turing processes have been expended upon 
them.

The total number of pounds of pigments pro- 
ced in 1909 was 814,566,379, compared with 
786,177 in 1904, a gain of 45 per cent. 

Of this total, 144,472,173 pounds in 1909 and 
161,539,201 in 1904 were reported by establish- 
ments engaged primarily in the manufacture 
of other products; and 167,228,514 pounds in 
1909 and 189,354,000 in 1904 were consumed by 
establishments making it in further processes. 
The figures given in the following text include, 
except where indicated, the total product both 
of establishments engaged primarily in making 
such products and those manufacturing them 
as by-products. The table of principal products 
relates only to establishments of the first class, 
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but items for those of the second class are 
given in footnotes, 

No total figures can be given for paints in oil, 
as units of measure differ, and there are es- 
tablishments making such paints as_ by- 
products the operations of which would be dis- 
closed. The total quantity cannot be shown 
for white lead in oil, as the operations of in- 
dividual establishments making it as a by- 
product would be disclosed. There were re- 
ported, by establishments making it as a 
chief product. 246,567,570 pounds in 1909 and 
216,496,450 in 1904, an increase of 14 per cent. 
The total quantity of paste in oil reported was 
165,088, } pounds in 1909 and 154,042,000 in 
1904, an increase of 23 per cent. Of paint 
already mixed for use a total of 34,280,417 gal- 

was reported in 1909, and 22,7 in 
1904, an increase of 51 per cent. 
The total quantity of varnishes made in 1909 
34,009,083 gallons and 19,943,526 in 1904, 
an increase of 71 per cent The quantity of 
this total consumed by establishments where 
manufactured was 4,407,312 gallons in 1909 
and 613,684 in 1904.

The regular call for contract 
shipments is reported satisfactory and 
recent heavy arrivals of foreign chem- 
icals have found ready distribution 
through these channels. Domestic pro- 
duction is also finding a ready outlet 
and distributers report no serious ac- 
cumulations in first hands. Caustic 
potash will be lower after the turn of 
the year, and indications point to keen 
competition between domestic and for- 
eign producers. Makers have ad- 
vanced the price of carbonate of cop- 
per owing to the strength in the 
metal, but it is stated that second 
hands are able to shade current quo- 
tations. The scarcity of white arsenic 
on spot has placed the market in a 
nominal condition; future prices are a 
shade easier with trading moderately 
active. The antimonys remain with 
out change and reports from Hankow, 
China, indicate that holders are liqui- 
dating, but it is believed that condi- 
tions Warrant an advance when the 
realization has run its course. The re- 
stricted production of charcoal iron 
has left acetate of lime in a strong 
position, with deliveries slow and of- 
ferings light. Sales of bleaching pow- 
der have been effected at lower prices 
ex dock, where the necessity for space 
required the removal of goods. The 
strength of ammonia abroad is keeping 
local sal ammoniac prices firm and the 
tendency of the market appears to be 
upward.

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Retaliation in Foreign Commerce. 
ACTION MAY SOON BE TAKEN TO DIS- 
CIPLINE FOREIGN COUNTRIES WHICH 
ARE UNFAIR TO AMERICANS IN COM- 
MERCIAL RELATIONS. 
Washington, Dec. 22, 1911. 


While it probably will be some days be- 
fore activity will be shown by the Ways 
and Means Committee regarding the pro- 
posal for legislation intended to retaliate 
upon foreign countries for discrimination 
against the trade and other interests in 
the United States, there are indications of 
immediate action at the Senate end of the 
Capitol, During the past week an inter- 
esting letter was sent by Secretary of 
State Knox to Chairman Underwood of 
the Ways and Means Committee, and also 
tc Senator Curtis of Kansas, who was the 
author of a bill on the same subject in the 
lest Congress. This letter gives a de- 
tailed account of the discriminations 
against American trade and interests by 
certain foreign countries. 

The point already has been made that 
the difficulty which confronts the govern- 
ment of the United States in dealing with 
the discriminations, about which the 
present complaints are made, is that the 
discriminations are not of a kind that, 
in the opinion of the President of the 
United States, would warrant the imposi- 
tion of the full maximum tariff of the 
United States upon commodities imported 
from offending foreign countries, but it 
is the belief of President Taft and Secre- 
tary Knox that some penalty should be 
imposed in such cases. A number of 
the instances referred to by Secretary 
Knox in his letter cover oils and cotton- 
seed products in foreign countries. Among 
the countries mentioned as being engaged 
in unfair treatment of the trade and com- 
merce of the United States with respect 
to certain American products are Ger- 
many. Belgium, Italy, Bulgaria, Portugal 
and Austria-Hungary. 

The points made by Secretary Knox are 
intended to furnish the grounds for legis- 
lation, recommended by President Taft in 
his message sent to Congress on Decem- 
ber 7. President Taft in that message 
dealt with the subject on broad lines with- 
cut specific reference to particular in- 
stances where discriminations against 
American interests have been noted. Sec- 
retary Knox in his letter, which is in- 
tended to be the basis of actual efforts 
at legislation by Congress, asked that the 
present tariff law be so amended as to 
permit the President to levy on all or any 
part of imports from countries discrim- 
inating against the United States addi- 
tional duties of 5 to 2% per cent., or to 
prohibit such imports entering American 
markets. No direct reference is made by 
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Knox to the policy outlined by 
Taft as desirable, namely, the 
of free list articles to the dutia- 
ble list in cases where countries discrim- 
inate against the commerce and other in- 
terests of the United States, and enjoy 
the benefits of exporting to the United 
States, free of duty, practically, the entire 
volume of their export business to this 
country. 


PRESIDENT HAS ISSUED 
TIONS. 
Secretary Knox says in 
the negotiations intended to determine 
whether all foreign countries were en- 
titled to the minimum tariff of the United 
States resulted in the issuance of 134 proc- 
limations by the President under section 
2 of the tariff act, and these practicaliy 
cover the entire commercial world, There 
have been some eniargements of market 
possibilities abroad since the tariff act 
was passed in 199, and some changes of 
policy by foreign countries in minor par- 
ticulars, producing results which this gov- 
ernment believes warrant compiaint not 
only by exporters, but by officials of the 
government who are _ interested, that 
American interests abroad, whether trade 

or industrial, be fairly dealt with. 
Attention is called by Secretary Knox to 
the failure of the administration of state 
railways in Belgium to permit a local oil 
company, representing a Texas oil ex- 
porting concern, to compete for supplying 
the state railways with lubricating oil of 
American production. Advertisements for 
bids invariably specify oil of Russian pro- 
duction. This is an illustration of what 
this government believes is unfair dis- 
crimination against American interests, 
which, while not perhaps of sufficient 
imagnitude to warrant the imposition of 
the full maximum tariff of the United 
States against Belgium, it is believed to 
Warrant some retaliatory action on the 
part of this government intended to bring 
the Belgian authorities to a better reali- 
zation of what is justly due the interests 
1f the United States in that country. 
Specific attention is called by Secretary 
IKXnox to the potash controversy with 
Germany. After referring to the enact- 
ment of the law in May, 1910, relating to 
the output of potash mines, so taxing 
surplus production as to render valueless 
certain advantages obtained by Ameri- 
cans in their contracts with German 
mines, Secretary Knox says that this pol- 
icy on the part of Germany greatly re- 
duced the output in two mines owned and 
controlled by American capital. The re- 
sult of this action was to lodge the con- 
trol and price-making power for the pot- 
ash consumption for the United States in 
the hands of a German syndicate of mine 
owners and restrict the competition in 
buying. which would have been possible 
under recognition of contracts with the 
independent mines, including the two 
American owned mines, not members of 
the syndicate.

GERMANY’S COURSE CALLED UNFAIR. 

This course on the part of the German 
Government is referred to in the list of 
specific instances of unfair treatment by 
foreign countries which merits some sort 
of action by the United States taking no- 
tice thereof. 

The policies pursued 
countries, presumably intended by them 
to concentrate the oil industry within 
their respective boundaries, or confine the 
importations of foreign oils, edible and 
industrial, to the colonial possessions of 
such countries, have brought about re- 
sults, in the opinion of Secretary Knox, 
which demand attention on the part of 
the United States. The Secretary refers 
to the course pursued by Italy in the im- 
position of a manufacturing tax upon im- 
ported cottonseed oil, recognized as a dis- 
tinctly American product, whereas no 
such tax is levied upon any other im- 
ported edible oil. Specific mention is also 
made of two instances with respect to the 
treatment by Austria-Hungary of oil 
products, Rates of duty upon cot- 
tonseed oil in that country are 
upon cottonseed oil in that country are 
more than double the rate applied to any 
other oil with which cottonseed oil comes 
in competition. Secretary Knox mentions 
the unequal and oppressive measures au- 
thorized by the Austria-Hungary Govern- 
ment as applied to American investments 
in Austria with respect to the conversion 
of crude oil into refined oil and the dis- 
tribution of the finished product as com- 
pared with the treatment accorded the in- 
vestments of Austrian citizens similarly 
engaged. Complaint is also made, in the 
case of Bulgaria, of the requirements that 
cottonseed oil when imported shall be de- 
natured and rendered unfit for human 
consumptiom, and as to Portugal, com- 
plaint is made against the practical pro- 
hibition of imports of cottonseed oil. 

In the opinion of Secretary Knox, which 
opinion is entertained by President Taft, 
as he set forth in his message on Decem- 
ber 7, these discriminations and unfair 


in several foreign 


treatment of American products, trade 
and other interests, may not in every par- 
ticular case warrant the imposition of the 
full retaliatory provisions of our max- 
imum tariff law, but they do require, in 
the opinion of these heads of our govern- 
ment, some action to show the discrim- 
inating foreign countries that continuance 
of such policies will bring about some 
measure of retaliation by the United 
Sttaes.

The hope of a better market has 
been deferred until after the turn of the 
year, and the present week has been 
devoid of any trace of activity. The 
potash question will not down, and a 
report—which is referred 
elsewhere in this issue—states that 
we can supply our own wants and 
have a large surplus for export. Ar- 
rivais of potash are keeping pace with 
the standard of the season, and phos- 
phate rock is also showing considerable 
life, but outside of these, the market 
for fertilizing materials is exceptionally 
quiet. Sulphate of ammonia is still 
quoted unchanged, but the tone is less 
strong and concessions doubtless might 
be gained, but the price is high and 
may account for a good part of the 
slow movement of the article. Nitrate 
of soda is passing in fair quantities, 
but the fertilizer trade does not fur- 
nish a good outlet at present. Fish 
scrap has no place in the local market, 
because there is no stock on hand or 
available, and no interest is taken in 
the article. Pyrites are in a good posi- 
tion, and are well held. Acid phosphate 
is dull, and bones are in a state bor- 
dering on neglect.

Baltimore, 21, 1911. 

The fertilizer trade situation is practically 
without change, as compared with the previous 
week and a number of others that have gone 
before. As was to be expected at this season 
of the year, trade is very quiet, and the slight 
indication of a disposition on the part of buyers 
to take up occasional lots if they happened to 
be offered at bargain figures is either entirely 
missing or so faint as to be hardly traceable. 
The manufacturers, having no urgent need of 
materials, keep out of the market, and this 
tendency has, of course, been rendered more 
pronounced by the approach of the holidays, 
always the least eventful period of the year 
in so far as commodities that do not enter 
into purview of the Christmas trade are con- 
cerned. Prices are in a way maintained, but 
inquiry will as a rule serve to show that 
quotations are more or less nominal, and that 
it is altogether possible to have them scaled. 

FISH SCRAP.—The stocks of fish scrap that 
remain in the factories are held at around 
$3.10 and 10, basis Baltimore, but this figure 
appears to be largely arbitrary, since the sales 
are very few and far between, and there is 
no movement that might be expected to give 
real substance to the business, This is simply 
the time when buyers keep out of the market, 
and offers of stocks would not render possible 
takers more willing. It is incumbent upon the 
trade to possess its soul in patience and wait 
until the natural needs of the business once 
more begin to assert themselves. 

TANKAGE.—Surprisingly enough, while the 
bottom seems to have dropped out of the 
trade in animal ammoniates, the nomfnal quo- 
tations on ground high-grade tankage have 
actually advanced somewhat. The movement, 
however, well-informed members of the trade 
say, is entirely without significance, being 
based on no gain in the demand or any demand 
at all, for that matter, and representing merely 
the tendency among producers, common enough 
in the business world, to vary prices occas- 
ionally, whether there is a real inquiry or not. 
It is altogether possible, therefore, that the 
price named, $3 and 10 for 11 and 15 tankage, 
c. a, f. basis Baltimore, could be cut under 
appreciably if any buyer actually came for- 
ward and wanted to place orders 

GROUND BLOOD.—The price of blood quoted 
remains at $3.25, ¢. a. f. basis Baltimore, but, 
as with respect to tankage, this figure is 
merely nominal and bears no well-defined rela- 
tion to the movement, which is so restricted as 
to be almost negligible 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—The 
tion on ground concentrated tankage remains 
at $2.70, ec. a. f. basis Baltimore, with almost 
no inquiry and an utter lack of interest in 
the trade as to the stocks that may be in the 
market. The business is simply being deferred 
until a time when the requirements begin to 
assert themselves in a more decided manner 
Just now every one feels that he can hold off, 
and even the possibility of having to pay higher 
prices does not act as a stimulus to business 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The situation with re- 
gard to acid phosphate remains practically un- 
changed, this material being, of course, af- 
fected by the general state of the trade and 
moving very slowly. The quotations remain 
nominally at $8 for 14 per cent, and $8.50 
for 16 per cent. goods. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The quotations with 
respect to nitrate of soda seem to be a little 
bit softer than they have been, though no 
actual weakening is to be reported. The latest 
figures current in the trade are $2.20 for spot 
and the same price for all of 1912, with the 
movement, of course, largely in abeyance until 
after the holidays 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTA.—This material 
has continued strong for a long time and can- 
not be called weak now, but there is a feeling 
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in the trade that the present quotation of $3.20 
might be somewhat shaded if buyers showed 

any pronounced disposition to place orders for 

any considerable quantity. Like the rest of 
the fertilizer trade, matters with regard to 

sulphate of ammonia are decidedly uneventful.

Recovering Potash from Seaweed. 
Washington, Dec. 22, 1911. 

In connection with the recent publica- 
tions of the Department of Agriculture 
and the Geological Survey concerning the 
search for potash, the following state- 
ment has been given out this week con- 
cerning the recovery of the salts from 
seaweed :— 

In the giant 
satisfactory source 
The kelp groves 
of the coast line 


Pacific Coast a 
potash has been found. 
less. than one-fourth 
been mapped, and 
these should yield from two to three times as 
much potash as the present importations. 
These seaweeds are able to extract by selective 
absorption the potash salts from the sea 
water, and on drying these salts are very 
largely exuded on the surface, The dried 
plants contain from 25 to 35 per cent, of their 
weight of potassium chloride and the latter 
can very readily be extracted. The kelps also 
contain iodine and many other by-products 
can be obtained from them. It is possible that 
these by-products will more than pay the 
manufacturing expenses, leaving the potassium 
chloride free from cost. The Japanese have 
already shown considerable ingenuity in work- 
ing up these by-products. Not only do they 
use some cf the waste material for cattle 
food, but the Japanese themselves use it as a 
staple article of diet. Glue, shellac, paper and 
other useful products can also be made. 

Some of the Pacific groves are five miles 
long and two miles wide, and the growth in 
these groves is exceedingly dense. The two 
principal species that would be available are 
Nereocystis luet keana in the north and Ma- 
crocystis pyrifera in the south. Both these 
plants reach a length of 100 feet or more and 
grow in strong tideways or where they are 
exposed to the full force of the open sea. 
All of the groves are within the three-mile 
limit and should be easily harvested. The 
heaviest groves are south of Point Sur, but 
large ones extend as far north as Seattle. 
If properly harvested and _ protected’ these 
groves will yield an annual harvest indefi- 
nitely; it is even possible that in the case of 
Macrocystic two such harvests may be ob- 
tained On a conservative basis upward of a 
million tons of potassium chloride, worth near- 
ly $40,000,000, should be obtained each year. 
No estimate can be given at the present time 
of the value of the by-products.

INDIGO.—There is but little interest 
in the local market for indigo and sup- 
plies continue so smal] that trading 
could not assume large proportions. In 
India chest sampics are reported as ar- 
riving freely and values are progress~ 
ing, but the general tone of the market 
is quiet. Advices state that a process 
has been evolved for the improvement 
in the manufacture of indigo in the 
form of a paste. By this process it is 
alleged that indigo may be obtained 
from the natural plant in such a way 
as to be able to prepare it for the 
market in the form of a paste instead 
of in the form of dried cakes or powder 
as has been invariably done hitherto. 

The indigo fecula obtained from the 
beating vat is boiled in a solution of 
sulphuric or other acid. It is then com- 
pressed with a moderate pressure, SO 
as not to express all the liquid from 
the pasty cakes so obtained. The cakes 
are then packed in lead lined chests 
into which has been poured a solution 
of sulphuric or other acid, and with or 
without the addition of formaldehyde or 
or other antiseptic, so that they are al- 
Ways covered and surrounded with 
that liquor in those chests. The chests 
are hermetically sealed, after time has 
been allowed for absorption of the 
liquor; and the indigo cakes in the 
form of paste which they contain can 
be transported and stored without the 
risk, it is stated, of putrefaction of the 
indigo. 

MYRABOLANES.—Myrabolanes had 
a slow week and sales were small in 
number and called for small quantities 
of the article. Prices are weaker, how- 
ever, in fact there is a tendency to 
harden the inside quotation and a bet- 
ter demand no doubt would have that 
effect.

On 
June 6, 1911, the said cause coming on 
for hearing on said demurrer the Court 
rendered an opinion in which it said, 
among other things, that ‘‘No charge is 
made that there is misbranding as to 
character and quantity of ingredients, 
but_simply that a false deduction was 
meade as to the therapeutic value of the 
remedy. The case presents no substan- 
tial Gifference from that of U. S. vs. O. 
A. Johnson, decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States on May 29, 
1911, and it is plainly the duty of this 
Court to consider that decision as an au- 
thority herein. The demurrer is, there-
